ALREADY EARNING RENOWN IN CUBA 


Some of the Americans in the Insur- 
; gent Army. ‘ 

Indianapolis, Ind., Uec. 17.—[Special.]— 
Wellington Lee, on whose head Gen. Weyler 
has set @ price of $500, according to 4 dis- 
patch from Hornelisville, N. Y., is a well- 
known Indianapolis militiaman, having 
gone directly from here to join the insur- 
gents.

WARMING FROM FEDERAL OFFICERS 


Law Is Pointed Out to the Friends of 
Cuba. 

Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 17.—United States 
Marshal Joseph Shelby declared officially to- 
day that all persons within his jurisdiction 
engaged in aiding the Cuban insurgents con- 
trary to the treaty laws of the United States 
would be arrested wherever found. 

One hundred and fifty Texas rangers com- 
manded by Temple Houston, who have noti- 
fied “Mr. Harriman of their willingness to 
fight Spain, are said to be in readiness to go 
to Cuba at a moment’s notice. 

Capt. A); L. Carpenter, who earned some- 
thing of a.record by fighting the White River 
Utes in the San Juan country, is organizing a 
company of sharpshooters composed of men 
from Colorado and Missouri. . 

St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 17.—Col. Isaac H. Stur- 
geon’s Temporary committee, that is fur- 
thering the cause of Cuba libre, has decided 


‘that it will not go ahead with the organiza- 


tion of the St. Louis branch of the National 
Cuban Relief committee as long as there is 
doubt whether the movement will conflict 
with the Federal neutrality act. 

Dallas, Tex., Dec. 17.—The report that 
United States Marshal Love had contem- 
plated a raid on local Cuban headquarters 
is an error. There were no warrants issued. 
Marshal Love merely warned the leaders 
against a possible infraction of the law. 


PARTISAN OF A TYRANNICAL POWER. 


United States Helping the Strong 
Against the Weak. 

New York, Dec, 17.—President Elhan Al- 
len of the Cuba League of the United States, 
has issuéd an address ‘‘ To the people of the 
United States” asking “ For such aid and 
comfort as may be found in the open ex- 
pression of sympathy and legal material 
support.” The address recites that’ the 
United States government and people stand 
indicted before the civilized world as tol- 
erating the prosecution of an inhuman and 
barbarous war against Cuba; that in per- 
mitting Spain the use of our ports for ships 
of war this Nation is helping the strong 
against the weak and while preserving a 
nominal neutrality is actually a partisan 
of a tyrannical power; and that alleged 
failure to protect American citizens in Cuba 
is regarded by other peoples as evidence of 
impotency on the part of this government. 

—_———— 
ADDRESS BY PATRIOTIC LEAGUR. 
Favors Recognition of Cuba and Op- 
poses Arbitration with Great Britain. 

New York, Dec. 17.—The Patriotic League 
of America, which has just been organized in 
this city, has issued an address to the “ FP. >- 
ple” of the United States” in part as follows: 

“The dictates of humanity and our own 
interests in Cuba demand that this 
government shall extend to that oppressed 
and ill-geverned island the protection of the 
eagie and the shield, and command that this 
imhuman war of butchery, spoliation, and de- 
struction shall stop, and Cuba be left free to 
cultivate the arts of peace and develop her 
resources under a government of her own 
choice and creation. 

“The attitude of the British Government 
furnishes another of the present conditions 
which Americans cannot contemplate with 
indifference. 

“She has established six powerful flaval 
stations in threatening proximity to® our 
Eastern coast. She has built others at Van- 
couyer, Quebec, St. Johns, Kingston, and the 
Niagara River. Their fortifications could 
not have been designed for defense against 
any European power. They are a standing 
menace to this republic, and no agreement 
for the establishment of a permanent court 
of arbitration should be ratified except on 
condition that all her maritime fortifications 
south of Halifax, and those along the south- 
ern border of Canada shall first be dis- 
mantied and destroyed. P

Talk with the Imprisoned Crew of the 
Filibuster Schooner Competitor— 
They Say They Are Well Treated, 
bat Are Weary of Waiting for Trial 
-—The Newspaper Correspondent 
Melton Appears toe Suffer More than 
the Others.

Weyler I made the first visit to the prisoners 
of the schooner Competitor that any news- 
paper representative has successfully under- 
taken. 

The huge gorge of Cabanas Fortress loomed 
high above on either side ag I entered. A 
long double row of olive trees extended 
through it, and a sharp turn past strong 
enfilading. batteries leads to a low, deep 
archway. There is a row of casemates on 
either side of the vaulted arch. A narrow 
gorge is formed by the front of the case- 
mates on the one side and an enormous wall 
of stone, perhaps sixty feet high, on the 
other side. The floor of the gorge is paved 
with stone, and far above the térrid rays of 
a tropical sun beat down with noonday 
fervor. 


; Sanguilly’s Cell. 

In the row of casemates extending to the 
left of the groined entrance to the gorge is 
the casemate in which Gen. Julio Sangullly is 
confined. a 

The Competitor prisoners are in casemates 
Nos. 40, 41, 42, and 50, which are to the right 
of the entrance to the gorge. 

The casemates are much alike. They are 
arched stone chambers with heavy turfed 
earth deeply filled above and evidently were 
intended as secure storehouses in case the 
fort should be besieged. The stone roof is 
covered with stucco and the floor is of hard 
-cement. The area is forty feet by twenty, 
and the height.of the center of the arch is 
perhaps twelve feet. 

The Competitor men—Capt. Laborde, 
Mate Gildea, Dr. Vedia, Edward Barnett, 
and W. E. Deavitt—and the newspaper cor- 
respondent Melton are not confined together. 
They are separated in the different case- 
mates, which are shared by them in common 
with numerous other political prisoners. 

Capt.- Laborde is in No. 50. He has for 
company a better class of prisoners than. 
the others have. Lawyer Viondi, the coun- 
sel of Gen. Sanguilly, shares the room with 
him, and there are Drs. Casuss, Silva, and 
Alacanm. The last named formerly was pro- 
fessor of the University of Havana. Strong 
gratings of iron separate the room from the 
gorge. - 

Appearance of the Men. 


Chief Laborde was neatly attired. He 
wore a blue sack coat and kept his head 
covered with a light cloth yachting cap. 
His’ beard is long, but was as carefully 
brushed as if he had just left his bedcham- 
ber im Key West. His complexion is fair and 
his color is quite as good as might be ex- 
pected after his long confinement. It should 
be borne in mind that the front of the cells, 
which are ona level with the ground, are 
open to a strong sunlight part of the day 
and the bleaching element of semi-darkness 
does not exist. 

The other prisoners, except Barnett and 
Dr. Vedia, were in their shirt sleeves. Dr. 
Vedia wore eyeglasses and looked neat in his 
linen and clothing. 

Although the faces of the group were not 
as fresh-colored as would have been the 
ease were they walking daily in the sun- 
light, the typical prison pallor was not per- 
ceptible except in the case of Melton, the 
correspondent. The men are not in as good 
flesh as when taken prisoners, but their 
general physical condition is no worse than 
that of the average inmate of a penal in- 
stitution, 


Melton Thin and Wan. 


Poor Melton appears thin and wan. He is 
tall. slender, and delicate, with fair hairand 
blue eyes. A thin, yellow beard has grown 
from his chin. His complexion; tn the best 
of health, must have been as fair as a wom- 
an’s, Now it is pallid and lines appear on 
his brow. He clasped and unclasped his 
long, Slender fingers as hé talked. 

The confinement tells on Meiton. He has 
a good education and is intelligent and ex- 
perienced in life for one so young. He has 
been of a roving disposition and has visited 
many parts of the world. Accustomed to 
liberty and possessed of a constant desire 
for travel the monotony of a jail is terribly 
irksome to him. 

I did not visit the prisoners to discuss the 
merits or demerits of their case, the justice 
or injustice of their detention, or their ex- 
pectations. What the reader will be inter- 
ested in particularly ig to know how the 
Competitor prisoners are cared for by their 
jailers and to ascertain if there is any foun- 
dation for the frequent reports circulated 
throughout the United States that their con- 
dition is bad and that the Spanish authori- 
ties have ill-treated them. 

Talks with the Prisoners. 


Each one of the six men were asked to re- 
peat questions on these points, and each re- 
plied freely, all agreeing in their opinions. 
Perhaps it will best express the views of the 
prisoners to quote Melton’s views as regards 
his imprisonment: 

‘“‘ Aside from the fact that a prison is a 
prison,” he said, ‘ that confinement is very 
irksome—desperately so in my case—and that 
the progress of the legal casé against us is 
slow, I do not know that we have any es- 
pecial grievance. We are treated as well 
eertainly, and in some respects better, than 
the Spanish prisoners around us. The of- 
ficers in charge—Capt. Fernandez, the in- 
spector, and Lieuts. Suarez and Fernandez— 
act toward us like gentlemen. They are 
kind, and I am sure are well disposed toward 
us. The soldiers on guard are good-natured 
and not offensive. Sometimes they jest 
rather broadly—only as soldiers do, however. 

“There are more prisoners to a cell than 
agreeable, but we get along peacefully in our 
common misfortune. I am not in good 
health, and confinement tells injuriously on 
me. But I do not know that I suffer any 
more than I would in a prison in the United 
States 

‘* The food is not what I like. Thecooking 
is different from what I 4m accustomed to, 
and I suffer from stomach trouble—dyspep- 
sid. We get the same food as the other pris- 
oners. I prefer the food we used to cet, 
which was the regular army rations of the 
Spanish service, That was good enough. 
The present food comes from the city prison 
of Havana and is not as good. 

“T have not received a cent from the United 
States since my confinement, Prisoners with 
ready money can always purchase little 
delicacies that are otherwise unobtainable. 

‘‘T hope the case will be settled soon, I 
would rather go to Ceuta than remain here 
doing nothing but wait, wait, wait.”’ 

Laborde Has Been Ill. 


Capt. Laborde said he had been ji! inthe 
hospital from some head trouble and was 
well cared for there. He has no complaint 
to make of his treatment. He shares spe- 
clally provided food of the well-to-d6 in- 
mates of the casemate in which he is lo- 
cated. 

The other prisoners agree that they would 
prefer the Spanish army rations they used 
to have to their present fare. 

‘“‘T eat what is set before me and then I 
could eat more,’ said Mate Gildea. ‘‘ The 
officers are very kina to us and I like Capt. 
Fernandez,”’ he continued, pointing towards 
a stout, little infantry officer, who stood. at 
a distance quietly smoking a cigar. 

I should mention that no Spanish officer 
or soldier was close to mé when I conversed 
with the prisoners. Several soldiers with 
rifles were stationed a dozen paces away, 
but Capt. Fernandez thoughtfully withdrew 
beyond hearing while I questioned the men 
in order that I might ascertain the condi- 
tion of all Amepican prisoners confined in 
the Cabanas. 

Gen. Weyler ordered that I be given access 
to G. W. Aguirre, nephew of the rebel Gen- 
eral of that name. He is a mere boy, and 
was captured, it is alleged, while bearing 
intelligence from the rebels in the fleld to 
the junta in New York. Young Aguirre 
wished to discuss the merits of his tmpris- 
onment, something I could not do under the 
terms of my visit. 

He extends greetings to his friends in the 
United States. He: makes no special com- 
plaint of anything connected. with his im- 
prisonment. His food is prayvided from pri- 
vate sources, A young man named F'er- 
nandez, who is connected with the Three 
Friends expedition, was seen. He looked 
fat and anything but uncomfortable and had 
no complaint.

Weyler, as Canovas and the Minister of War 
were so indignant when they heafd Maceo 
had crossed the trocha and enteréd Havana 
Province by land that they had determined 
to recall Gen. Weyler and replace him ‘by 
Gen. Marin from Puerto Rico.. 

Anyhow, it is an open secret in political, 
military, and diplomatic circlés that Weyler 
will only be allowed to remain in Cuba if he 


4 promptly and signally crushes the insurrec- 


tion in the Provinces of Havana and Pinar 
del Rio and if he puts a stop to abuses, cor- 
ruption, extravagant waste in commissariat 
and army contracts to which the govern- 
ment called his attention severely. He has 
also been warned to give satisfaction to 
planters who ask to be permitted to resume 
work on sugar and tobacco plantations, and 
to avoid giving grounds by his severities for 
such claims for damages as not only Amer- 
ica, but England, France, and Germany are 
preesing, 

Gen. Weyler seems to be aware that he is 
losing favor in Spain with the public, with 
the government, and even more so at court. 
He is trying to create an impression that the 
in gme parties in Cuba are not so dissatis- 

ed with his military and political conduct 
as are the press and people at home, 

Premier Canovas was bound to pereevere 
in his war and repression policy without 
making any, except officious and unofficial, 
overtures to thee United States Government 
as long as Gen. Weyler and the Spanish 
parties in Cuba hold out a hope of early re- 
sults from the effects of Maceo’s death upon 
the insurgents. But the patience of the rest 
of the government and of the nation is well 
nigh exhausted. 

If nothing decisfve occurs In Cuba by the 
middle of January Premier Canovas most 
likely will recall Gen. Weyler and appoint 
in his place either Gen. Marin or fior 
de Azcarraga, the Minister of War, and then 
change his policy in Cuba with a view to 
coming to an understanding with the United 
States Government before the close of Pres- 
ident Cleveland’s term of office. 

The Queen Regent would welcome any hon- 
orable solution of the problem compatible 
with Spain’s rights in Cuba in order to avert 
a conflict or even a misunderstanding with 
the United States. 

Therefore, Premier Canovas may be stirred 
up to changing his policy, especially as he 
knows that ty, Liberal party is willing to 
take office for that purpose if the Queen bids 
it to do so.

SECRETARY OLNEY TO INFORM THEM 


Will Appear Before Senate Forcign 
Relations Committee. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—[Special.J— 
Secretary of State Olney will go before the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations to- 
morrow morning to give its members addi- 
tional information regarding the situation in 
Cuba and explain what foreign complica- 
tions might possibly arise in case of the in- 
tervention of the United States in behaif 
of the insurgents. 

. Benator Sherman today called on Mr. Ol- 
ney ajid told. him’ of the situation in the 
committee; that a.majerity of its members 
were détermined to adapt a resolutioa rec- 
ogniaing the independence of the Cuban Re- 


» public; and that it was proposed to report 


that resolution tomorrow. It was upon this 
presentation of the case that Secretary Ol- 
ney decided to appear in person before the 
eommittee. Two views are taken of this 
unusual action on the part of the Secretary 
of State. One is that he favors the pro- 
posed adoption of the resolution of recog- 
nition, so that the administrations effort to 
bring about peace between Spain and the 
Cubans may have the additional force that 
such Congressional! action would give. 

The other, and the more probable, view is 
that Mr. Olney intends to warn the commit- 
tee against taking any hasty action that 
might possibly lead to war between this 
country and Spain, and that would, in any 
event, interfere with the line of action that 
the administration has mapped out for it- 
self and that it feels bound to follow. 

One of the things that Secretary Olney will 
tell the members of the comrnittee tomor- 
row is a piece of information that Sefior de 
Lome, the Spanish Minister, has unofficially 
conveyed to him, It is that at least three 
of the powers of Europe are not looking 
with indifference on the possible interfer- 
ence of the United States in Cuba. France, 
Russia, and Holland have instructed their 
representatives here that the instant the 
United States takes any official action, either 
towards acknowledging the belligerency or 
the independence of Cuba, they are to in- 
form the Secretary of State that their gov- 
ernments consider this act hostile and un- 
friendly. 

Secretary Olney has also been reminded 
that the United States has claims against 
Spain to the amount of $100,000,000, and that 
this money is much more likely to he ob- 
tained from the Spanish than from a Cuban 
administration. 

Communication Will Be Secret. 


For the protection of his advisers Secretary 
Olney undoubtedly will ask that his com- 
munications be kept strictly secret. It is 
the expectation of all the members of the 
committee that a vote will be reached at 
the meeting tomorrow on the Cameron reso- 
lution declaring for Cuban independence and 
the friends of the resolution express no doubt 
that the resolution will receive the approval 
of a majority of the committee. 

So confident are the advocates of the Cam- 
eron resolution of their success in the com- 
mittee that they have already prepared a 
report on the subject, so*as to have it ready 
to present to the Senate as soon as it is agreed 
upon. The report is the work of Senator 
Cameron, who has from thé first agitation 
of the question taken a position favorable 
to the recognition of Cuban independence 
and tried to have the committee pronounce 
for that course when it declared for the 
recognition of belligerency instead. It is 
understood that he goes into the subject ex- 
haustively and that the report when pre- 
sented will be a thorough review of the Cu- 
ban situation. 

The intention of the majority of the mem- 
bers of the Committee on Foreign Relations 
who intend to vote for the Cameron Cuban 
resolution is to vote to report the resolution 
tomorrow and to allow it to remain on the 
Senate calendar after the holiday recess. 

Wanted to Meet Again Today. 

An. effort was made while the Senate was 
in executive session to secure a réconsidera- 
tion of the vote by which the Senate agreed 
to.«djourn over until Monday in order, it is 
understood, to permit an opportunity to pre- 
sent a report tomorrow on the Cameron 
resolution in case one is agreed upon by the 
committee. The motion was made by Sena- 
tor Carter after a conference with Senator 
Cameron. The friends of the resolution ap- 
parently did not realize that the adjourn- 
ment of the Senate until Monday next might 
have the effect of delaying a r@port until 
after the adjournment had been decided 
upon. 

They then concluded that as these tactics 
would leave only two days before the holi- 
days their measure might be crowded out 
entirely until well into January. They had 
little hope of securing reconsideration, and 
the result of Senator Carter’s motion proved 
that in this they were correct. The Senate 
declined to consider the metion, but acted 
promptly upon a contra motion by Senator 
Aldrich to adjourn.

The earthquake was also felt throughout 
Wales, though no actual damage resulted 
there. At Ruthin and in the districts of the 
Vale of Ciwyd it is stated that there were 
six shocks, lasting altogether fifteen seconds. 
The driver of a mail train observed thunder 
and lightning accompanying the shock. The 
tremors were distinctly felt on the upper 
floors of Ruthin Castle. 

The most severe shocks were felt at Chél- 
tenham, Ledbury, and Dean Forest. The 
earth shaking was accompanied by a loud, 
rushing sound. Buildings were violently 
shaken, furniture was shifted, doors were 
thrown open, and pietures and other orna- 
ments were upset. The inhabitants were 
panic-stricken and fled from their houses. 

The earthquake also visited Birmingham 
and various other points in Shropshire, and 
was violent in Worcester and the country 
surrounding that city. Houses rocked and 
furniture was overturned. 


Rumbling Sound. 


The shocks were followed by a tremor of 
the earth and were accompanied by a rum- 
bling sound. The greatest alarm prevailed 
everywhere. Chimneys were overthrown 
and windows, etc., were smashed. 

At some points persons on the country 
roads were thrown down and a number of 
people were thrown out of their beds. 

Hereford Cathedral was injured. Therethe 
dull rumbling beneath the éarth’s surface 
was followed by two loud crashes and a ter- 
rible lifting and rocking. The panic at Here- 
ford was so great that one woman died of 
fright. People rushed wildly into the streets, 
Many chimneys fell crashing into the thor- 
oughfares and all the pinnacles of St. Nich- 
olas’ Church toppled over and part of the 
pinnacle of thé cathedral fell to the ground. 

At Liverpool the earthquake was preceded 
by heavy thunder and a fearful hail-storm. 

In London the earthquake was felt only 
slightly. 

Streets Seemed on Fire. 

A singular phenomenon -occurred at 
Bridgenorth, near Shrewsbury, previous to 
the disturbance. The streets suddenly 
seemed to be on fire and there was a violent 
report, accompanied by a shaking of the 
earth. People who were going abroad in 
that vicinity say that they were for a time 
unable to walk, owing to the vibrations. 

There was great excitement among the 
rustics about Poole, who thought that the 
end of the world had come. 

Houses shook for nearly a minute at Bris- 
tol and Clifton, causing much alarm in those 
districts. 

The railroad employés at Crewe report that 
they felt the rails oscillate. At Evesham 
the shock was followed by a brilliant light in 
the sky. 

In the mining districts it was at first 
thought that the shocks were the result of 
colliery explosions. : 


Earl of Warwick’s Experience. 


The disturbance was experienced with 
great violence at Warwick Castle. The Earl 
of Warwick was awakened and felt his bed 
lifted as though by some force beneath it 
and the furniture in his room was shifted. 

The inhabitants of Slough were awakened 
by a shock so severe that they thought the 
Middlesex ‘powder factory had exploded. 

A large area of ground sank near Stock- 
port, and at Melton-Mowbray the noise 
which accompanied the earthquake shock 
resembled a discharge of gun-cotton under 
water. 

Many curious experiences were reported 
in connection with the earthquake. 

There are no seismic recording instruments 
at Greenwich or elsewhere in places where 
they were available today. Such instru- 
ments are kept, in.the Catholic Observatory 
at Stonyhurst, Lancashire, but no movement 
was recorded there.

HERRMANN THE GREAT PASSES AWAY. 


Magician Expires in His Private Car 
While Going from, Rochester, N. 
Y., to Bradford, Pa. 


Rochester, N. Y.,-Dec. 17.—Herrmann, the 
magician, died today in his private car at 
Great Valley, near Salamanca. He was on 
his way to Bradford. The remains will be 
forwarded to New York. 

Herrthann completed an engagement at the 
Lyceum Theater in this city last night, and 
had later been entertained at the Genesee 
Valley club by a number of his friends. 
Death was caused by heart disease. 


Alexander Herrmann, if that was his real 
name, was a German Jew by descent, but 
was born in Paris in 1844. His father was 
a physician in Germany, but, on removing to 
Paris, both he and his wife became proies- 
sional magicians, and attained as great 
celebrity as their son. Indeed, all the chil- 
dren, who were sixteen in number, went the 
same way. 

When Alexander was only 10 years old his 
older brother, Carl, much to the displeasure 
of his parents, kidnaped him and took him

from Paris to St. Petershurg, to teach him 
the “black art.” Alexafider subsequently 
returned to Paris, but his brother kidnaped 
him again, and took himto Vienna. He pur- 
sued his studies as a magician there until 
he was 15 years old, and then went to Madrid 
and ‘began his career by appearing before 
Que Isabella LI. 

Hiteake came to America in 1861, and 
immediately took out his naturalization 
papers and became an American citizen. 
This act seems to have been with him a 
matter of feeling and conviction, as he ever 
afterward remained a devoted admirer of 
American institutions. He made his pro- 
fessional début in this country at the Acad- 
emy of Music in New York, in the season of 
1860-61, playing for seventy-five consecu- 
tive nights and reaping immense protits. He 
and his brother then formed a partnership 
and made the tour of this country together. 
After that Carl, who was 70 years old and 
a millionaire, returned to Europe and died 
at Carisbad the next year. 

Soon after separating from his brother 
Herrmann made a professional tour through 
Europe, the main feature of which being his 
1,000 consecutive performances in Egyptian 
Hall, London. Returning to this country he 
made annual tours through the States until 
1883, when he visited Canada, and then sev- 
eral South American countries. He was 
particularly well received in Rio Janeiro, 
where Dom Pedro attended all of his nine- 
teen performances and rewarded him with 
the Cross of Brazil. From Brazil Herrmann 
went to Russia and even Siberia, and then 
returned by way of London, his tour netting 
him $175,000. Other travels occupied sev- 
eral more years, and after returning to this 
country five years ago he confined himself 
to annual tours through the States, which 
brought him on an average $85,000 each. 
His last engagement in Chicago was last 
winter at the Columbia Theater. 

Herrmann was married fifteen years ago 
to a companion performer in Schumann’s 
Transatlantic Vaudeville company, and from 
that time Mrs. Herrmann regularly appeared 
with him, and not only took a prominent 
part in his most astonishing feats of magic, 
but made herself attractive by her graceful 
dancing. She isan English woman, and had 
attained considerable fame as a danseuse 
before she made his acquaintance. Mrs. 
Adelaide Herrmann will inherit a magnificent 
mansion on Long Isiand, New York, and 
a fortune estimated at not less than $200,000, 

Herrmann made an immense amount of 
money, but spent it nearly as fast as he 
made it. He always lived in the most lux- 
urious manner, even when traveling. He 
had five horses, which he carried about with 
him wherever he went, and always traveled 
in a special train of three cars. This was 
done partly, however, for his health, as his 
physician warned him that he would not last 
long unless he saved his nerves ir every 
possible way. He was a man of social and 
frolicsome nature, and got an unusual 
amount of pleasure out of his wonderful 
gift of sleight of hand. He was billed to 
appear at the Great Northern Theater next 
week. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 17.—{Special.]—Mel- 
ville Stoltz, a theatrical agent who was with 
Magician Herrmann in 1890 and 1891, said to- 
day: “ Few people know that Herrmann had 
a jealously guarded secret which was dis- 
closed to a few by a lawsuit with George 
Lederer. 

‘“ Herrmann was, in fact, not Herrmann 
at all. He was the assistant of Herrmann 
the great, a truly marvelous magician, and 
the latter used to refer to the former as 
‘my boy Nieman.’ The boy was apt and 
bright and when the real Herrmann died 
Nieman took his name and began a tour that 
resulted in vast fortune. He was known 
everywhere as Herrmann the Great. He was 
not a great magician, but had a great deal 
of magnetism and was a comedian. 

“The result was that he made money 
when Kellar was playing to empty benches. 
He, or Nieman, was a Hungarian Jew and 
about 59 years of age. He was very vain 
and would only own uptoS0 years. Hegave 
large sums to benevolence. He married Miss 
Addie Boshell, a famous circus rider, 
and sister of Ada Bosheil. Addie 
Boshell was engaged to marry Gus Williams, 
the comedian. Gus went away on one of his 
trips, leaving his fiancée in New York. 

“When he returned to the metropolis he 
found that she had become the wife of Al- 
exander Herrmann, or Nieman. The mar- 
riage was performed on the court-house 
steps in New York City fourteen or fifteen 
years ago and created a great stg at the 
time. Mrs. Herrmann was a devoted, faith- 
ful *wife and a shrewd business-woman. 
Much of his success I have always thought 
attributable to her keen business acumen. 
They had no children.”’

FIFTY YEARS A MUSICIAN 


CARL WOLFSOHN PASSES HALF A 
CENTURY AS A PIANIST, 


In Commemoration of the Event He 
Will Piace in Lincolm Park a Bust 
of Beethoven, Whose Compositions 
Have Directed His Sculptor 
Gelert Will’ Have the Work Fin- 
ished in Plaster by Jan. 12, the 
Date of the Celebration Concert. — 


. 
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HE bust of Beetho- 
ven to be placed in 
Lincoln Park by Mr. 
Carl Wolfsohn in 
commemoration of 
his fiftieth year of 
service in music 
will be completed by 
May 15, 1897. Gelert 
is the sculptor, and 
will have the work 
done in plaster by 
the date of the cel- 
ebration concert to 
take place in Cen- 
tral Music Hall on 
Jan. 12 next. The 
bust will stand on a pedestal of Bedford 
rainbow granites and the total height will 
be twelve feet. A wreath and decoration in 
bronze, the material in which the bust will 
be made, will contain the text from Bee- 
thoven’s Ninth Symphony, “ All Men Are 
Brothers.”” The present is Mr. Wolfsohn's 
twenty-third year of musical service in Chi- 
cago. Tonight members of the old Beethoven 
Society, which he founded in 18738, will meet 
in Steinway Recital Hall for rehearsal. 


Program for the Concert. 

Carl Wolfsohn, in speaking of the forth- 
coming celebration, said: 

‘“‘It was my desire to have a bust of Bee- 
thoven, the great benefactor of the people, 
where he would be constantly before them, 
and I should have placed the bust there un- 
der any conditions at my own expense. To 
do it in any other way would have been too 
slow an affair, for committees take a long 
time. The monument will cost $3,000, and 
the sculptor has been especially kind in his 
terms. Now, however, that the concert 
project has been offered I am glad, for it 
will allow those who have worked with me 
in the earlier days in music here to con- 
tribute to the cause. It seems only right 
that such opportunity should be given. 

‘The program will comprise as numbers 
by the old Beethoven Society the ‘ Halle- 
lujah ’ chorus from Beethoven's ‘ Mount of 
Olives’; Halir will play the great com- 
poser’s violin concerto; Mme. Seygard will 
sing his ‘ Ah, Perfido,’ and I shall play the E 
flat piano concerto, with the orchestra un- 
der Mr. Thomas’ direction. I am also going 
to ask him to give the overture to ‘ Coro- 
lian.’ This will be the Beethoven program 
in its entirety. 

His Musical Career. 


** Beethoven, through his compositions, 
has influenced my entirecareer. My earliest 


recollection is watching my mother play a 


sonata by him and her telling me when 5 
years old that she wished me to be 2 muau- 
sician. It was my playing of the opening 
portion of his sonata, ‘ Pathetique,’ that 
caused Alois Schmidt of Frankfort to take 
me as a pupil. A moment before he had 
discouraged the plan. In London, where I 
remained from the age of 17 to 19, it was 
Beethoven's music that I mainly played. In 
New York I played the E flat concerto )n the 
first series of symphony concerts given by 
Mr. Theodore Thomas. That was in 1865— 
thirty-one years ago. My place of residence 
was then Philadelphia, to which city I came 
in 15854. From 1860 to 1864 I played in Phila- 
delphia with the. great string quartet, of 
which Mr. Thomas was first violin. It was 
after my first New York appearance and 
success that I gave myself up to Beethoven’s 
music, and played all of his sonatas in a 
series of recitals. 

“At the solicitation of Mr. Upton and 
others I founded the Beethoven Society on 
my arrival here in 1873. The society re- 
mained under my direction ten or twelve 
years, and was disbanded owing to my 
health. Many choral works were given, 
among them Verdi's * Requiem,’ six times: 
‘Elijah’ twice, and with Henschel for the 
first time in Chicago; then we gave works 
by Wagner, Hoffmann, Mendelssohn; and 
many more. Aside from these I inaugurated 
chamber music concerts, and one year played 
all the Beethoven sonatas. Another season 
I gave ten Schumann recitals, and yet an- 
stad ten with programs made up of Chopin’s 
works.” 


YOUTHFUL MUSICIANS AND ACTORS, 


Entertainment by the Conservatory of 
Musical and Dramatic Art. 

The Chicago Conservatory of Musical and 
Dramatic Art gave its usual reception and 
entertainment yesterday afternoon at the 
Great Northern Theater. In dealing with 
a performance such as the program §af- 
forded it is necessary above all things to 
remember that the efforts of the conserva- 
tory students must be judged purely from an 
educational point of view. If yesterday's 
entertainment was worth anything at all 
it was so because it went to show how far the 
art of acting can be instilled in the young 
by regular schooling apart from practical ex- 
perience upon the stage. , 

This being the case there are two things 
to be considered. 

First—How far the pieces chosen for repre- 
sentation are such as admit of dramatic 
effect. : 

Second—How far that effect is realized. 

With regard to the first point it cannot 
be said the selection was the best possible 
one Master Ray Graff was peculiarly 
handicapped by being set down to play a 
fantasia for the violin upon such well-worn 
material as Gounod’s “‘ Faust.’”” Asa mere 
tour de force, however, the child’s execu- 
tion of the piece was highly commendable. 
Of course his pitch was faulty, but he ex- 
hibited a breadth of tone anda facility for 
double-stopping little less than remarkable. 

He was followed by Miss Kate Gondon, 
who sang Wagner’s “ Traume,” ani then 
“Tit for Tat,” by Pontet, a comb#fation 
which should surely only be found in the 
program of a high school concert. She has 
a@ sweet voice, nevertheless, and a simple 
style which was especially effective in the 
igen singing required by the first num- 

er. 

*“* My Uncle’s Will” is a sufficiently amus- 
ing trifle, which does not make great de- 
mands upon the dramatic powers of its in- 
terpreters. 

Miss Martha Morton’s “ Christmas,”’ pre- 
sented for the first time in Chicago, is a 
particularly dainty little study. But un- 
fortunately it only gives much opportunity 
to one person in the cast. 

As for Yeats’ poetical fancy entitled ** The 
Land of Heart’s Desire,’ ite chief recom- 
mendation seemed to Hie in the fact it was 
new to this country. Most of the poetry is 
concealed in the title itself, which is certainly 
pretty, but the lines themselves seemed to be 
of the most commonplace description, and 
the theme, which is of a symbolic character, 
is anything but strikingly original. The 
staging of the little poem was excellent. 

Miss Elizabeth Aldrich as the bewitched 
maiden was fairly good, and Miss Janie 
Woody was a sprightly fairy child, but the 
men, who had a habit of dropping the voice 
at the close of the sentence, were almost 
unintelligible. 

There is dramatic force in the ‘‘ Master- 
builder ’’ and a fine symbolical strength in 
‘‘ The Intruder,” in both of which plays Miss 
Anna Morgan showed her good judgment, 
but this poem of Yeats, while pretty enough 
in itself, is little suited for performance by 
young dramatic students. 

‘* Christmas,"’ while it gave excellent op- 
portunities to Miss Florence Smith, is a one- 
part play. Miss Florence Smith in the chief 
character gave considerable promise of dra- 
matic ability. 

Miss Morgan apologized for her voice on 
the score of a bad cold, but even a Decem- 
ber attack of influenza cannot be held re- 
sponsible for a terribly Western intonation. 
She succeeded so well in other respects it 
would be worth while to cultivate a more 
agreeable method af speech. 

Mr. Carew was good enough to take the 
place of Mr. Meritt at short notice and ac- 
quitted himself well. Of Mr. Arnold it may 


be safely said he has mistaken his vocation. 


For the preformance as a whole a special 
word should be said in praise of the stage 
management. The grouping was always ef- 
fective, and the harmony of color was such 
that nothing offended the eye and that is 
more than can be said for most productions.

Herrmann’s Death Leaves a Week 
Open at Great Northern. 

The news of the death of Herrmann, the 
magician, brought the management of the 
Great Northern Theater face to face with 
an open date.

POST SURGEON CALLS ALLEN INSANE. 


Maj. Lippincott Testifies That He Be- 
lieves Call’s Slayer Has Becn 
Demented from Birth. 


Northern—" Miss Pennington, 


The sensational feature of the Allen mur- 
der trial before Judge Grosscup yesterday 
was the sworn declaration of Maj. Henry 
Lippincott, post surgeon at Fort Sheridan, 
that he believed the prisoner to have been 
insane from his birth. 

Dr. Archibald Church, testifying as an ex- 
pertéton nervous and mental disorders, had 
previously stated that, assuming Allen to 
have been in the mental condition he as- 
sumed to have been in after the shooting, 
there was a strong probability that the act 
was committed in a moment of irresponsi- 
bility. Dr. Sanger Brown, also as an expert, 
had expressed a similar opinion on the stand. 

Maj. Lippincott’s evidence, following that 
of Dr. Church and Dr. Brown, made a pro- 
found impression on the audience and jury. 
Miss Alien, the prisoner’s sister, who had 
been suffering from nervous prostration all 
day and reclined languidly on the shoulder 
of the woman who has been her companion 
through the trial, raised her head and smiled 
and then laid her hand affectionately in her 
brother's. 

Allen maintained the same impassive de- 
meanor that has marked him throughout the 
trial. 

Maj. Lippincott, on the stand, tokt Mr. 
Darrow that he was often called upon to 
pass on the mental condition of soldiers, 
but was not an expert on Insanity. He had 
heard all the evidence. 

* Speaking not as an expert, but as a 
medical officer of the army, I believe Allen 
to be insane,” was Maj. Lippincott’s testi- 
mony. “That opinion is based entirely 
upon the evidence I have heard.” 

*“‘ Was he insane at the time of the shoot- 
ing?” asked Gen. Black. 

‘* Deliberately and as if weighing the 
strength of every word, Maj. Lippincott re- 
plied: 

“I believe Allen to have been insane from 
his birth.” 

The weight of Dr. Church’s testimony, or 
rather opinion, depends upon the view the 
jury will take of the statement made by 
witnesses shortly after Allen’s shooting of 
Call. The accused is said to have remarked 
that he had no recollection of what har 
pened after he put on the gloves in t* 
ing bout. From the family hist-¢ 
tor thought there was a pro’ 
not knowing what had h 

Mr. Darrow presented a 
tion embracing the par 
asked and correlated as shc 
of Allen and his vagaries as pre: 
witnesses for the defense. 

“ Assuming the items ‘In t sition to 
be true,”’ answered Dr. Churci in connec- 
tion with my examination of Allen a week 
ago I would say that there is evidence of 
mental soundness—that there is a strong 
probability that the act was committed ina 
moment or irresponsibility. If itis true that 
he did not recollect what had taken place at 
the time of the shooting he was an invalun- 
tary agent. Leaving that out of the ques- 
tion, I should say he was partly responsible 
for his acts.”’ 

Dr. Sanger Brown testified that spasms 
such as were indicated in the Allen case 
demonstrated an instability of the nervous 
system and a predilection to insanity. To 
the hypothetical question he replied there 
was a strong probability that Allen would 
not realize what he was doing. 

Gen. Black reviewed the issue before the 
jury and said Maj. Lippincott’s testimony 
was based on a hearing of only part of the 
evidence and ought to be eliminated from the 
minds of the jurors. . 

Mr. Munger opened the argument for the 
defense, and said that Call, as an older and 
quarrelsome man, had led Allen to the com- 
mission of the deed. 

This morning Mr. Darrow will address the 
jury for two hours, Gen. Black will close, 
and Judge Grosscup will charge the jury. 

Under the United States statute there are 
no degrees in murder and the penalty is 
death, but there is a provision for a verdict 
of manslaughter, for which the penalty is 


not to exceed three years in the penitentiary 
exceéding $1,000,

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. | 


DIALECT WITHOUT IDIOM SEEN IN 8. 
E. RAIMOND’S STORIES. 


Traces of the Dickens Touch in Many 
Passages of “The Fatal Gift of 
Beauty ” — Wholesome Variation 
from the Dialect Novel That Needs 
a Glossary—Clever Bits of Board- 
ing-House Romance, with an Up-to- 
Date Mrs. Malaprop. 


F dalect be a pose 
sible form ‘of lan- 
guage without the 
employment of con- 
fusing idlom C. E. 
Raimond has found 
it in the vernacular 
of vulgar English. 
Through the poly- 
glot nature of its 
derivation, perhaps, 
the Queen's English 
is susceptible of 
nearly endless cor- 
ruptions and varia- 
tions. There is only 
one language which 

is susceptible of the kaleidoscopic changes 
of the English of today. Henceit is that the 
literature of no other nation is cursed with 
such a mess of incomprehensible dialect. 

There has been so much of the Scotch, the 
Irish, the Welsh, the negro, the Yankee, the 
Northumberland, the Cornish, the Eastern 
Tennesseean, ad lib. et nauseam, that the 
reading public is sick of it. The genius of a 
language does not consist in its corruptions, 
and we are not all students of strange words. 

This feeling of revulsion against the 
atrocity af too much dialect writing will find 
a safety valve in the wholesome vernacular 
of Dickens and of other truly great story 
tellera, who have not been reduced to the 
necessity Of seeking for the outlandish. The 
enjoyablé “must be what we understand and 
can appreciate. 

Mr. Raimond is a past master in the art 
of reporting the kind of vernacular that ise 


-natural to English people and to the genuine 


English language. The dialect of his char- 
acters has a flavor as wholesome and easy 
to appreciate as that of Sam Weller. Itis 
like a breath of fresh air from the clover 
fields of youth (when we used to read only 
the best authors) to pick up his volume of 
stories entitled “ The Fatal Gift of Beauty,” 
just issued by Herbert 8S. Stone & Co. The 
first of the collection is a gem. 

Mrs. Julia Tours is a widow of forty-six 
summers, “of shy demeanor and uncertain 
aspirates,” and she tells her owm story. She 
is oppressed with the conviction that she is 
a disturber of men’s souls, but she can never 
forget her “noble ‘usband.” Reduced to 
the necessity of keeping a boarding-house 
she is tormented: by the persistence of each 
and every boarder in making love to her. 

Here is an episode in point: 

‘*T came in one night from church. I ‘ad 
on a w’ite cashmere trimmed with crépe, 
and a black butterfly bonnet. The minute I 
came in the door I seen ’im waitin’ for me in 
the beautiful wide ‘all with a carved chair 
fit for Bishops! The entrance was a noble 
a as my sister, Mrs Lynch, always 
said. 

*** You'll ’ave the goodness to let me pass.’ 
With that ’e caught ’oldo’ me. Itriedto - 
away, but ’e ’ad a man’s strength, and a 
poor little creature like me, wot wasI to do? 

***T can’t stand it,’ ’e sa * You go and 
get yourself up in w’ite just to tantalize me.’ 

***Ush! I ’ear the military listening over 
the bannisters,’ says I. 

““* Wat do I care for the military? It’s 
you I care for, and ’ere you are in w’ite 
with a butterfly bonnet. You must take 
the consequences.’ 

*““* Or I says, ‘ don’t pull me ’air down.’ ” 

This Helen of Troy’s vernacular comprises 
much of the Mrs. Malaprop. Shesounds the 
praises of her establishment by saying: 
“The gentlemen ‘ere all says there’s no 
*ouse where they get such beautiful spring 
mattresses and every compliance.” And 
there were those who always held her up as 
a ‘* paragram.”’ 

One of the boarders—one of the “ military ” 
already referred to—was a great nuisance, 
Mrs. Tours says: 

“Capt. O’Bally was a lovely: fellow. O, 
’e used to send his coffee down without tast- 
ing it if I didn’t bring it up to *im.’”’ 

Mrs. Tours’ descriptions of her house are 
characteristic. She had “ two great Chinese 
jars made of terra firma,” and two life-size 
China bulldogs “ very flerce and expenaive.” 

But the “ military” and other boarders 
were too much for Mrs. Tours, and as she 
refused to love any or all of them her estab- 
lishment was forced to take the bankruptcy 
law, and Mrs. Tours went into service. 
Shortly afterwards she met her clergyman, 
and this is the conversation as reported by 
herself: 

“* There’s nothing to be ashamed of in 
h-honest work,’ ’e says. ‘I only ’ope you’re 
living with a good Christian lady.’ 

“I didn’t know quite what to answer to 
that, so I says: 

“* Well, sir, she’s an American.’ 

“"E said ’e’d pray for me.” 

Her devotion to the memory of her ’usband 
could not blind her, however, to the sacri- 
fices of a living admirer, one Mr. Cooper, 
who told her one day: 

* Juliet, if I come to an untimely end (and 
it’s more than likely) I want you to write at 
once to my mother. Tell her you know of 
the will I’ve made leaving you all. And, 
Juliet, you must ’ave mecremated I should 
feel ’appier if you'd promise to ‘ave my 
ashes in an urn—they come quite ’andsome 
and ornamental, you know. You could set 
it on your sideboard. O, promise me you 
won’t refuse my h-ashes as you ‘ave me.” 

Not all the stories in the clever little book 
are in dialect, but none of them is dull.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—[Special.j— 
The Senate. by a decisive vote passed the | 
Lodge immigration bill this afternoon and 
it will now go to a conference compmittee of 
the two Houses of Congress. There was a 
stringent bill passed by the House on this 
subject May 20, 1896, but when it came over 
to the Senate Mr. Lodge went over the mat- 
ter and drew up another bill, which was sub- 
stituted for that adopted by the House.

Mr, Elkins [{Rep., W. Va.] offered an 
amendment providing a head tax of $10 on 
immigrants coming to the United States in 
ng me of the United States. 

7, eison [Rep., Minn.} opposed the 
head tax idea as a tax on humanity. He 
Particularly opposed the Elkins amendment, 
as it purported to aid American shipping 
by putting the head tax on immigrants com- 
ing on foreign steamship lines, which con- 
trolied $4 per cent of the immigration busi- 
ness. Mr. Nelson said that the American 
merchant marine could not be built up by 
any such methods. 

Mr. Elkins said the foreign steamship lines 
ransacked Europe to get immigrants, send- 
ing paupersand criminals. There was about 
$8,000,000 in- this business, and he believed 
the American ships should get a good share 
of it. Mr. Chandler: oposed mixing aid to 
the American steamship lines with the im- 
migration question. 

Mr. Perkins [Rep., Cal.] supported the 
jamendment, saying every aid should be 
‘given to the American lines to offset the 
‘heavy subsidies gtveh English, French, and 
German lines. The Pacific coast was overrun 
with servile labor of China until the govern- 
ment restricted this class of immigration. 
But another danger menaced the coast, for 
the Japanese, the “ Yankees of Asia,’ were 
coming in great numbers, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment subsidizing Japanese lines at the 
rate of $31,000 for one round trip. He felt 
it to be most desirable that a $10 tax be put 
on these Japaneses immigrants, as would be 
the effect under the Bikins amendment. 

Mr. Hill [Dem., N. Y.] spoke against the 
amendment as proposed, ostensibly for rev- 
enue and actually for something else. If 
the Senators desired to raise revenue they 
could introduce revenue bills. This amen4d- 
ment ‘embodied the “ principle of protection 
run mad.” 


Wolcott's Pointed Remarks.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—[{Special.]— 
There is no cessation on the part of the Con- 
gressmen from the rural districts of Illinots 
in thetr squirming over the propositions 
which have been made in regard to the dia- 
tribution of Federal patronage by President 
McKinley. There have been frequent whis- 
rered consultations among members of the 
delegation outside of Cook County, and they 
evince a determination to stand together in 
their effort to throw down the machine or- 
ganization in ‘Cook County ,whenever the 
opportunity presents itself. 

One of the lateSt names suggested as the 
colleague of Senator Cullom by the count 
Congressmen is that of Dave Littler, an 
during the holiday recess of Congress a 
the members from the rural districts of Illl- 
nois propose to take off their coats and put 
in a few licks for Dave before the meeting 
of the Illinois.Legislature. 

There is a renewal of the name of ex-Sen- 
ator Farwell among the elements outside 
of Cook County, and they say if the Senator- 
ship is to go to a Chicago man there is no 
one they would sooner gee wearing the toga 
than the former Senator from Illinois. 

A dark horse is looming up prominently, 
however, both inside and outside of Cook 
County in the person of ex-Congressman 
George E. Adams, whose friends are put- 
ting in some pretty good licks in his behalf. 

Those who make up the country delega-~ 
tion, fifteen in all, say that their wishes 
must be deferred to toa certain extent in the 
distribution of Federal patronage or they 
will make it pretty rough sledding for the 
neminees when their names come before the 
Senate. They may not be able to accom- 
plish anything in the line of preventing cer- 
tain nominations being made, but this action 
will be by no means equivalent to an elec- 
tion if they can have their way and make 
certain deals with members of the Senate. 
I’or this reason there is a likelihood of a 
compromise being agreed upon in regard to 
the Federal plume, and the country Con- 
gressman say that if they can pull off two 
or three places they will not raise any oppo- 
sition against the confirmation of those who 
may be suggested by the Cook County or- 
ganization. 

it makes the country Congressman hop- 
ping mad to suggest a Cook County man’s 
name for any office at present, and in fact 
it is a good deal like shaking a red rag in 
front of a mad bull to even broach the sub- 
ject. Some of the delegation who are ordi- 
narily reserved and sedate in their dcmeanor 
can be made to rise and fairiy foam with 
passion at the insinuation that Cook County 
did the bulk of the work in the recent cam- 
paign, and is all the more entitled to recog- 
nition at the hands of the incoming admifis- 
tration. 

There is a prospect that when the House 
adjourns tomorrow it will be until Tuesday, 
the day set for the beginning of the holiday 
recess, and this will be the signal for the 
exodus-from the city of nearly all the IIli- 
nois Representatives.

CONGRESSIONAL LIBRARY PATRONS. 


Lawes Governing the Institution May 

Be Changed. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—[{Special.}— 
Removal of the library of Congress to its 
new building may involve a change of the 
statutes of the institution as well of its offi- 
cials, and it has already given rise to an in- 
teresting Congressional discussion on a 
question of patronage. 

The legislative appropriation which is be- 
fore the House provides for the library a 
clerical force of 187 men, an increase of 144 
over the present establishment. It has 
been attempted by the joint committee on 
the library, three Senators and three Répre- 
sentatives, to secure entire jurisdiction over 
the library and its working force, except the 
Director or Librarian, who will probably be 
appointed by the President. The Appropria- 
tions committee declined to carry this plan 
into effect in its bill, but provided that the 
library employés be selected by the Li- 
brarian on the basis of fitness for the work. 

When the Committee on Rules discussed 
the matter today there was considerable 
opposition manifested against putting so 
much patronage in the hands of the six 
gentlemen on the Library committee. It 
was suggested that the power of appoint- 
ment and removal could not be given to Con- 
gressmen under the Constitution, and the 
proposal to put the library clerkships under 
the Civil Service Commission was talked of. 
As an upshot of the discussion it is probable 
that some plan will be developed by which 
appointments will be made through civil 
service examination. 

Incidentally it was proposed that the li- 
brary be made “Government Library,’ in- 
stead of the “ Library of Congress”’ as 
designated at present, and be put on the 
same status as other independent bureaus 


of the government. is

MERCER MAY SUCCEED BABCOCK. 
Likely to Become Chairman of the 
Congressional Committee. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—(Special.}— 
Republican members of the House and Sen- 
ate are talking up Congressman Mercer of 
Omaha for the position of Chairman of the 
Republican Congressional committee to con- 
duct the campaign of 1898. Representative 
Babcock of Wisconsin has served in that 
capacity in two campaigns. Congressman 
Apsley of Massachusetts, the Vice-Chair- 
man, will not be a member of the next Con- 
gress. The position, therefore, descends to 
Mercer as a direct inheritance on account of 
his service as Secretary and he can have itif 
he wants it. His friends think he is entitled 
to far more credit than he was allowed to 
receive for his work in the campaign and are 
anxious to show their appreciation of him by 
promoting him to the head of the organiza- 
tion which will wage the Congressional bat- 
tle for the Fifty-sixth Congress.

COUNTERFEITING GOES ON IN PRISON. 


Spurious Bank Bills Are Munufactured 
at Wholesale by Prisoners Cons 
fined at Fort Leavenworth. 


Leavenworth, Kas., Dec. 17.—{Special.]— 
The officers of the United States peniten- 
tiary at Fort Leavenworth discovered a few 
days ago that five convicts, four of whom 
were put in for counterfeiting,; were at 
work at their old business within the walls 
of the prison. The gang was at work mak- 
ing counterfeit bills, something never known 
before inside a prison wall. The chief of the 
counterfeiters is J. C. McClure of Texas, at 
present the ‘* pen.”” photographer. He was as 
sisted by Charles Banks and James and Ham 
Stuart, counterfeiters and trusties, and A. 
M. Truitt, a larceny man. McClure used the 
government tools and photographer’s room 
to make the spurious bills. The others man- 
aged to get him paper and send the bills out. 

He made the counterfeits by photograph- 
ing and chemicals, and they were duplicates 
of a $5 bill of a national bank of this city. 
Garrett Welsh, driver of'a grocery wagou 
of this city, furnished most of the paper to 
the trusties. Two soldiers were passing the 
counterfeits. 

The five counterfeiters have been rearrest- 
ed at the instance of a secret service man, 
who was here today making an investiga- 
tion.

GRESSMAN EVANS AND OTHER 
SPOILSMEN. 
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Status of the Law~The President's | 


, Power—He Cannot Nullify or De-) 
stroy 14—Bill to Limit Terms of In-

Years—President MeKinley Says 
the “Civil Service Reform Has 
Come to Stay.” 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 17,—(Chicago 
Evening Post:}—President Procter of the 


Civit Service Commission was at the Capitol | 


yesterday afternoon, where he had a long 
and not very satisfactory talk with Con- 
gressman Evans of Louisville. In the course 
of this conversation it developed that many 
of the Republicans are ripe for a revolt 
against the existing civil service system of 
the National Government. Mr. Evans was 
formerly Commissioner of Internai Revenue. 
The talk began about the order last spring 
extending the civil service rules so a¢ to in- 
clude chiefs of divisions in the departments 
here and a large number of employés in gov- 
erment offices throughout the eountry, 
among them miost of those employed:in the 
offices of Collectors of Internal Revenue. Of 
course the Collector of Internal Revenue 
himself: could not be placed under those 
rules, because the law requires that these 
officers shall be appointed by the President 
and confirmed by the Senate. Mr. Evans 
protests vigorously against including deputy 
collectors within the rules of the civil serv- 
ice. He said: ‘I do not believe that com- 
petent mén can be induced to accept the po- 
sition of Collector of Internal Revenue wher 
they are debarred from the privilege of s¢- 
lecting their own deputies and assistants. 
From my experience in that branch of the 
public service I certainly would not accept 
a Collectorship where I was told to take my 
deputies from the Civil Service Commission 
without any véice in their selection. I do 
not believe the wooden methods of the com- 
mission are calculated to discover proper 
persons for positions of this kind.” 

“ But,” extlaimed Mr. Procter, “do you 
not think the civil service greatly improved 
since the present law has been in operation?" 

‘‘T do not,” replied Mr. Evans emphatic- 
ally. “‘I know something of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, having been at its head 
for several years, and I do not believe its 
affairs can be properly managed when the 
great majority of the assistants of the Col- 
lector are chosen by the methods which pre- 
vail in that commission.,”’ t 

Discussed by Evans and Proctor. 


Quite a long discussion of the merits and 
demerits of the civil service law and of the 
virtues and shortcomings of the Civil Service 
Commission followed, Mr. Evans attacking 
and Mr.’ Proctor defending. Finally Mr. 
Proctor said: 

“It is the English system practically that 
we have adopted and are trying, and as it 
has worked very well over there I believe it 
will operate equally well here,” 

“That's one of the objections to it,”’ re- 
plied Mr. Evans. “‘ Our government is en- 
tirely dissimfar to that of England, our 
country is vastly larger, our popuMtion 
much greater, and our interests far more 
diversified. A method of government or 
plan of administration may work very well 
in a small country like England that wouid 
utterly fail here. In my opinion this civil 
service business is one of them. It does not 
recommend anything, whether a matter of 
governmental administration or anything 
else, to sensible Americans to label ik ‘ It’s 
English, you know.’ I believe the Civil 
Service Commission has been traveling too 
fast and grasping power too avariciously, 
and that it will receive a check at the hands 
of the next Congress. I know that oneof the 
leading Republicans of the House has pre- 
pared and will introduce in the next session 
a measure limiting all office-holding to a 
period not greater than eight years. At the 
same time President McKinley will be asked 
to suspend or rescind the order extending 
the rules of the civil service last spring.”’ 

“I think your views are all wrong, Mr. 
Evans,” responded Mr. Proctor, “and 
know that you are wrong about one thing, 
and that is that the incoming President will 
haye any power whatever to suspend or 
rescind any order extending the rules of the 
civil service to any particular branch of the 
service or toany particular set of employés.”’ 

*“ But,”” exclaimed Mr. Evans, “ President 
Harrison suspended the railway mail clerk 
order. 


Provisions of the Law. 


“ Yes,”’ replied Mr. Proctdr, ““I know he 
did; and there’s where an erroneous idea 
touching the civil service has come into ex- 
istence. You have imbibed an idea from 
that that the President can at any timé re- 
voke or rescind any rule extending the civil 
service. This is due to a misunderstanding 
of the law. The law is inactive in fegard to 
any particular office or ‘any class of em- 
ployés until an order has been issued by the 
President extending the rules to include such 
officers or employés. When a Presidential! 
order of this nature once goes into effect it 
becomes law—that is, it makes active the 
dormant power of the law—and such order, 
once it has gone into effect, can neither be 
suspended nor rescinded by the President 
pcm issued it nor by any succeeding Presi- 

ent. 

“When President Cléveland, in the win- 
ter of 1888-’89, decided to extend the civil 
service rules to include railway mail em- 
ployés he wrote the order with his own hand 
and intended to insert as the date on which 
the law was to go into effect Feb. 1, 1889. In- 
stead of inserting that date, however, he in- 
serted one which fell beyond the date of the 
inauguration—March 4—sgo0 that the order 
by its own terms was not to go into effect 
until after Gen. Harrison had become Prest- 
dent. Mr. Cleveland was under the impres- 
sion when the Ist of February came that that 
was the date he had inserted in the order. 
Noticing that the order was not put into 
effect he sent for the President of the com- 
mission and inquired why it had. not been 
done. The Commissioner replied by giving 
him the date on which the order stated it 
was to go into effect. The President, think- 
ing that there was some error about it, sent 
over to the State Department for the origi- 
nal order. 

limit to President’s Power. 


‘When it was brought to him he found 
that either through a change of mind at the 
moment or a slip of the pen he had inserted 
a date later than March 4, being six weeks 
or two months later than the date he had 
intended to insert for the going into effect 
of the order. He remarked at the time that 
the reason the order did not go into effect 
Feb. 1 was, he guessed, because he had 
paresis the day he wrote the order. Inas- 
much as the order had not actually gone into 
effect when President Harrison came in it 
was entirely within his legal power to sus 
pend or to have rescinded that order. He 
suspended its operation for a time and a con- 
siderable number of Republican railway 
mail clerks who had been discharged to 
make room for Democrats during Mr. Cleve- 
land’s first administration were reinstate. 
But the order finally went into effect on the 
date fixed by President Harrison and it has 
been in force ever since. No President has 
the power to modify the civil service lAw or 
its rules when they have once been approyed 
by the President, or to suspend or revoke 
orders extending the service given by a 
President and which have gone into opera- 
tion. The law can oly be modified in this 
way by an act of Congress.” 


What McKinley Said. 


This conversation, occurring as it did be- 
tween the President of the Civil Service 
Commission and. Mr. Evans, who was for- 
merly Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
and who 1s now a leading member of the 
Ways and Means committee of this Llouse, 
as he will be of the next, is interesting not 
only to all civil service reformers, but to all 
spoilsmen as well. It clearly foresiadows 
that the integrity of the civil service law as 
it now stands will be seriously threatened in 
the next Congress. The Republicans will 
come in only to_ find themselves shorn of 
spoils, afd a great-clamor will arise from 
those who will want positions for them- 
selves or their constituents to repeal or modi- 
fy the present law. While this subject is 
under discussion it is well to recall the re- 
mark made by ' President-elect McKinley 
when he was Chairman of the Ways and 
Means committee and the floor leader of his 
party in the Elouse of Representatives in the 
Fifty-first Congress. In a running debate 
one day some one made a short and venomous 
attack on the civil service law. Maj. McKin- 
ley, when he took the floor, said that as to 
the civil service law, “ it has come to stay.”

The President-elect has never made a ptib- 
lic announcement of views upon the Can- 
adjan question. His intinmiate ‘friends’ are 
not so reticent, and from their.utteraneces 
it is inferred that he will cheertaly meet 
the Canadians half way in negotiations to 
promote the friendship and commerce of the 
two countries. The chief questions of con- 
troversy between Cattada and the United 
States are: Customs dues at the border; the 
bonded car privilege upon Canadian rail- 
ways, which obtain much. of their traffic 
from the United States; the enlargement and 
control of the waterways; the rights and 
privileges of fisheries in both the lakes and 
the ocean, and quarantine regulations, The 
Prime Minister of Canada has declared his 
willingriess to “ throw all these questions 
into the same pot,” as Mr. Blaine once sug- 
gested, and settle them together. He is will- 
ing to wipe out all the custom houses on the 
border, to give American fishermen and 
Canadian fishermen the same, rights and 
privileges, and grant American capitalists 
concessions to improve the canals and nav- 
igable channels on the.Canadian side of the 
border on equal terms with the citizens of 
his own country, provided that the Govern- 
ment of the United States will do the same. 
In other words, Mr. Laurier would like to 
make the commercial relations between the 
United States and Canada in all respects as 
free as they are between the States of this 
Union. This is what he means when he uses 
the term ‘“‘ commercial union,” and if his 
scheme were carried out the result would be 
equivalent to commercial annexation. 
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NEW REC! PROCITY CONDITIONS, 


It Is Expected Brasil Can Be Brought 
to a Treaty Under Them. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.-Despite the 
unofficial announcement that Brazil will not 
negotiate a new commercial treaty with the 
United States, the Republican members of 
the Ways and Means committee, who intend 
that the reciprocity tlause of the new tariff 
bill shall be one of its principal features, be- 
lieve that Brazil.can be brought into the 
agreement. It is intended. that these treaties 
shall be different from those that were ne- 
gotiated under the law of 1890, in that they 
shall be abrogated only by the consent of 
both parties and after a two-years’ notifica- 
tion from either side. Their abrogation by 
the last Congress proved, it is said, a serious 
embarrassment to a number of countries 
which, under the original arrangement, im- 
mediately enlarged their output of certain 
products and found their market in this 
country greatly reduced when the treaties 
were no longer in force. It is to guard 
against this contingency that the committee 
will insert the provision making annulment 
impossible on anything less than a reason- 
able : notification. 

It is pointed out that if Brazil, whence this 
country imports the larger part of its coffee, 
refuses to treat with us, the great stimulus 
given to the production of coffee in Mexico, 
Venezuela, and other countries will soon 
shut Brazil out of this market and give its 
control to these countries. Guatemala is 
also expected to be a strong competitor in 
the coffee market. 


INDEMNITY FOR REGISTERED MAIL. 


Postmaster Hesing Argues in Favor of 
the House Bill and Cites 
’ Statistics. 


Postmaster’s Room, Chicago, Dec. 17.— 
{Editor of The Tribune.]—In the Hotise of 
Representatives on Tuesday, Dec. 8, a bill 
was reportet for the limited: indemnity for 
loss of registered mail by Chairman Loud 
of the Committee on Postoffices; etc.; and 
passed by a vote of 76to1% The amount of 
the indemnity is fixed at $10 for each letter 
er package. The question of regulations for 
the. mailing of such matter is left to the 
Postmaster-General. 

Some curious objections were developed 


during the debate. 

It was said that limited indemnity would 
interfere with the business of the express 
companies, and it was thought that the 
passage of such a bill would result in great 
loss to the government. 

What are the facts? In the last fiseal 
year the registry division of the country 
handled almost 15,000,000 pieces of matter. 
The actual loss to\private persons was only 
620 pleces. At $10 a letter the total in- 
demnity would have amounted to only $6,200. 
I haven’t the least doubt that if a limited in- 
demnity law were in force the registry busi- 
ness would be 20,000,000 to 25,000,000 pieces 
@ year instead of 15,000,000. The registra- 
tion fee being eight ccnts, it would follow 
as a matter of course that the revenue would 
increase away and beyond all possible pay- 
ments in the way of indemnity. 

There is not the slightest fear that the 
enactment of such a law would in any serse 
bring about serious competition with the 
business of the express companies. The ex- 
press companies in the main handle bulky 
packages, while the postoffice confines its 
business to small packages and letters. 

Anything that can be mailed in thecrdi- 
nary post may be registered, yet the postage 
required acts as an absolute barrier to any 
competition with the express companies. 

The registry division ought to do the car- 
rying trade of small parcels to a very great 
extent. Latterly, through the .absence of 
something in the way of limited indemnity, 
it has been losing this trade. 

The Postoffice Department has expensive 
machinery which is used in the registration 
of letters and parcels. This machinery is 
not row fully employed and is capable of 
doing from three to five times its present 
business without a penny of additional ex- 
pense. If the people of the country don’t 
believe in the registry system then it had 
better be abolished forthwith. If they do 
believe in [t, thén the system should progress 
along with everything else and be made a 
benefit to the comméanity which supports it. 
This matter is a very important one to the 
Postoffice Department, and the public should 
be asked to generously support the bill now 
about to go to the Senate. Very respect- 
fully, WASHINGTON HESING.

City Railway Company Desires to Use 
the Avenue as Far North as 
Twelfth Street. 


The Chicago City railway company desires 
to extend its trolley line on Indiana avenue 
as far north as Twelfth etreet and then 
use that street west to Wabash avenue. 
The company now has a franchise as far 
north as Thirteenth street. The intention 
is to cover territory which it is feared may 
be sought by the General Electric railway. 

If the new line is built half the cars which 
are now trailed down-town by cable trains 
from Eighteenth street and Wabash ave- 
nue would continue north on Indiana ave- 
nue, thence west on Twelfth street to 
Wabash avenue; and attached to the cable 
traine at that point. 

Within a few weeks the Council will be 
asked to grant a franchise for the exten- 
sion. Agents began the work of getting 
the consent of property-owners yesterday 
morning.

UNDERGROUND TROLLEY DAMAGED. 


Storm Demonstrates the Superiority of 
the Compressed Air System. 

New York, Dec. 17.—{Special.|—The snow- 

fall of yesterday made lots of trouble for the 


underground trolley road in the upper end 


of Manhattan Island. Previously the sys- 
tem had worked so satisfactorily that the 
directors ‘of the Metropolitan Street railway 
company recently voted to intrcduce it on a 
number of their main arteries of travel as 
a substitute for horses. Yesterday the en- 
tire line was at sixes and sevens, and people 
who were compelled to go out walked or 
called a cab. The cars on Lenox avenue 


did not resume their customary headway 


until after dark. The trouble is attributed 
to the snow, which had sifted through the 
slot for the trolley. 

It was a great day for the friends of the 
compressed air system, as the two cars which 
have been running on the Lenox avenue line 
made a number of successful trips, and 
nothing seemed to bother them except the 


big drifts, which would have obstructed any 


vehicle, no matter what the motive power. 

All night workmen were busily engaged in 
sifting heated pebbles through the slot in 
order to free the snow from the wires, and 
today the cars were running on schedule 
time. 


CUSTOM - HOUSE RETRENCHMENT. 


Dismissals Coming and a $100,000 
Saving to Be Effected. 

New York, Dec. 16.—Secretary Carlisle in 
midsummer directed thas the éxpenses of 
the New York Custom House should be re- 
duced. Several reports were forwarded to 
the cretary, and eventually the whole 
matter was turned over to Special Treasury 
Agent Cross, who was to tell in what de- 
partments the retrenchment should take 
place. Meantime Collector Kilbreth has not 
filled the vacancies caused by deaths, re- 
movals, and resignations in the various de- 
partments, and in this way some money has 
been saved. Special Treasury Agent Cross 
has about finished his report, and it will 
soon be in the hands of Secretary Carlisle. 

Although no official information could be 
obtained yesterday, it was ascertained that 
Secretary Carlisle will be asked to lop off the 
heads of about 200 specia! laborers who have 
been hired by the assistant weighers in Sur- 
veyor McGuire's department at 40 cents an 
hour. It is also likely that about forty night 
inspectors who have been engaged on. spe- 
cial duty will be dismissed if it can be dem- 
onstrated that there is no further use for 
them on special assignments. Secretary 
Carlisle believed that the expenses of the 
New York Custom House should be cut down 

100,000. The reductions contemplated and 

he omission to fijl vacancies will probably 
accomplish this.

Receiver for a Brewing Company. 


The Supreme Court today appointed V. P. 
Snyder, Vice-President of the Western Na- 
tional Bank, and Samuel Sanders as receiv- 
ers for the. Bavarian Star Brewing company. 
The cause of the failure was the inability of 
the company to meet its obligations, due toa 
variety of causes, but principaliy to the pas- 
sage of the Raines bill, which required the 
company to borrow over $120,000 to pay the 
saloonkeepers’ licenses in order to retain 
even a part of the business. 

Colors for the Marblehead. 

A set of colors, consisting of a large silk- 
en American flag and several smaller cnes, 
the gift of the citizens of Marblehead, the 
Ray State town in whose honor the man-of- 
war was named, was presented to the Unit- 
ed States cruiser Marblehead at Brooklyn 
Navy Yard today.

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GOMPERS IS UNDER FIRE. 


FEDERATION PRESIDENT ACCUSED 
OF DABBLING IN POLITICS. 


Secretary MecCraith and Delegates 
Charge the Chief with Neglecting 
Duties to Work with Popocrats— 
Executive Session Says He Is Vina@i- 
cated, but a Minority Report Is Ex- 
pected—Silver Fight Due—Pomeroy 
May Have Chance for Defense. 


Cincinnati, O., Dec. 17.—{Special.]—Presi- 
dent Gompers of the American Federaticn 
of Labor is under fire. He is accused by 
certain delegates and Secretary August Mc- 
Craith of tthe federation of dabbling in 
politics. 

Some of his accusers go so far as to assert 
he was in close touch with the silver bonanza 
kings during the recent campaign and that 
he neglected strikes and lockouts in his zeal 
as a Popocratic politician. : 

After three hours of star chamber pro- 
ceedings in executive session tonight the 
convention named a Press committee to 
tell the reporters waiting outside that the 
charges are false, and that Mr. Gompers 
stands vindicated. With the exception of 
the members of the Press committee every 
delegate is pledged to absolute secrecy. 
Enough has already leaked out to show 
there may be a minority report, indicating 
anything but satisfaction and calling for an 
open investigation. 

One delegate, representing the same po- 
litical faith as President Gompers, declared 
it to be the second time official whitewash 
had been applied to the executive head of 
the federation, and that the truth would yet 
come out. 

Detectives Shadow Gompers. 

It is stated on the best of authority that 
Secretary McCraith and President Gompers 
have at loggerheads for some time, 
and that for at least six months detectives 
have been employed to shadow the chief of- 
ficial of the federation. : 

During the executive session Secretary 
McCraith was forced to introduce in evi- 
dence a bundle of typewritten documents 
containing the basis of the accusations. * [t 
is said the most sensational matter was 
entirely suppressed and that enough pres- 
sure was brought to bear on Secretary Mc- 
Craith to induce him to remain silent on 
certain points which were hinted at during 
the afternoon session. 

It developed in the secret session that Pres- 
ident Gompers had been in correspondence 
with Senator. Jones, Chairman of the Popo- 
cratic National committee, relative to the 
position of the federation on the silver ques- 
tion. Gompers made no defense. 

Delegate Mahone threw the first bomb into 
the convention at an unexpected moment 
early in the day by boldly calling for 
an immediate probing of intangible rumors 
that had reached him in the hotel corridors 
an hour before. With some difficulty ac- 
tion was deferred ,xtil afternoon. A mo- 
tion to go into executive session was howled 
down, 

Change in the Sentiment. 

Adroit measures were used to defer action 
until late in the afternoon, and it was found 
a wonderful change had taken place in the 
minds of the majority in relation to the 
desirability of *‘ courting the greatest pub- 
licity ’’ in the matter. The action of secrecy 
was decided upon by a vote of more than 3 
to 1. Two hours after the doors were 
closed a number of the delegates who had 
been prominent in the free silver campaign 
were busily engaged in an attempt to create 
the impression on the outside that the 
charges were groundless. 

It is said Secretary McCraith was not 
ready to bring the matter before the convei- 
tion today, and that Delegate Mahone’s boid 
stand was as great asurprise to himastoany 
one present. It is believed he was holding 
his fire until tomorrow, when he intended 
to introduce his charges for the purpose of 
defeating President Gompers for reéleetion. 

A personal row in the hotel at an early hour 
this morning precipitated the fight. 

Mahone Supports His Point. 

The matter came up just before the close 
of the morning session. Delegate Mahone, 
President of the national organization of 
street car employés, was evidently in a 
state of excitement when he asked unanil- 
mous consent to introduce a resolution. He 
said the matter was of an extremely seri- 
ous and important nature; that it concerned 
the honor and integrity of the executive offi- 
cers of the federation. On being requested 
to state the nature of the resolution he said: 

‘‘ There are rumors and reports in circula- 
tion charging the officers of the federation 
with acts of a most serious nature. The: 
charges must not and cannot be longer ie- 
nored. There are many present who know 
to what I refer. I would therefore move 
that a committee of five be appointed to 
make a searching investigation. If our offi- 
cers are innocent of the charges they should 
be vindicated. If guilty, the delegates and 
the public should know it as speedily as pos- 
sible.”’ 

Delegate O'Sullivan interposed an objec- 
tion. He said the charges referred to were 
only rumors and that as such they deserved 
no attention until stated on the floor or sub- 
mitted in writing in the proper form. 

By this time the convention was in a state 
of excitement and the officers were visibly 
affected. Secretary McCraith twice started 
from hig seat, clutching a roll of papers in 
his hand, but resumed his seat without 
speaking. A dozen delegates were clamor- 
ing for recognition. ° 

Gompers Takes a Hand. 

President Gompers rapped with his gavel 
for order and finally allowed Delegate Ma- 
hone to speak. Again he reiterated the 
vague charge, and mentioned the presid- 
ing officer in particular. Excitement ran 
high, but as President Gompers stepped 
forward to the front of the platform a hush 
fell on the assembly. His voice was tremu- 
lous when he said: 

‘‘? did not at first underscand that I was 
included in the charge. Such being the 
case, common decency demands that I sur- 
render the chair. I will call upon Dele- 
gate John Philips to preside.” 

After considerable hot debate a motion 
to lay the matter on the table was lost by a 
vote of 58 to 14. 

Delegate Thomas thought it the height 
of foolishness to entertain a motion to in- 
vestigate rumors. He believed every dele- 
gate present had been attacked by rumors, 
and.described as leeches, fakirs, bloodsuck- 
ers, robbers, and knaves. The convention 
should not waste its time in denying the at- 
tacks of enemies. . 

Delegate Warner spoke in favor of an open 
investigation. 

Delegate Tobin said he wished to deny all 
knowledge of the reports. Another délegate 
declared he had heard the story, and that it 
was sure “to be made public before the elec- 
tion of officers was reached. He believed 
the charge chiefly concerned a certain officer. 

Delegate Warner moved that Delegate 
Mahone be ordered to submit the charges in 
writing at the afternoon session. Delegate 
Mahone said he would gladly submit the 
matter to a committee or to the convention 
in executive session; otherwise he would re- 
Another delegate said Delegate Mahone 
had made a grievous mistake in offering his 
resolution before first suggesting that the 
convention go into executive session, but as 
the matter had gone so far the only thing to 
be done would be to conduct the investiga- 
tion publicly. 

Opposes Secret Inquiry. 

Delegate Yarnell said he was conversant 
with the nature of the charges and that they 
were well understood in the West. He be- 
liewed the question called for a most search- 
ing inquiry. He declared his unalterable op- 
position to the idea of a secret investigation 
and said he would oppose all attempts to 
black the inquiry or limit its extent. He 
called for vindication or conviction and de- 
clared he would not be a party toanattempt 
to shield a guilty party. 

The motion ordering Delegate Mahone to 
submit the subject matter of the reports and 
rumors in writing was carriéd by a large 
majority, and a recess was taken until 2:30

DEATH OF MADISON E. HOLLISTER. 


Former Judge of the Ninth Illinois 
Circuit and Justice of the Idaho 
Supreme Court. 


Ex-Judge Madison B. Hollister, formerly 
of Ottawa, Ill., and for many years promi- 
nently identified.with the legal profession 
of Illinois, died on Tuesday, at Syracuse, N. 
Y., at the age of 88 years. 

For years he was the Judge in the Ninth 
Judicial Circuit of Illinois. At the bar and 
on the bench he was most highly esteemed 
for his acumen and probity, and his private 
virtues endeared him to all. 

Aside from his judicial honors he was rec- 
ognized in other high public places, having 
been appointed Consul at Buenos Ayres by 
President Lincoln. President Grant made 
him Justice of the Supreme Court of Idaho. 


Conrad H. Matthiessen. 

Odell, Ill., Dec. 17.—{Special.]}—Courad H. 
Matthiessen died of pneumonia ai iis home 
this morning, aged 67 years. He leaves a 
wife and daughter, Mrs. J. A. Carothers of 
Lexington, Ill.

Fora 
time he engaged in dairy farming, but for 
twenty-five years has lived a quiet life de- 
voted to looking after his property.

THIEF’S VICTIM MAY DIE. 


SHEEHAN TRIES TO STEAL, GEESE 
AND SHOOTS BARNETT COOPER. 


Then the Assailant Is Followed by an 

| Amgry Mob, Tarns Upon the Crowd 
to Fire His Revolver Again, and Is 
Himself Beaten Down with a Hatch- 
et in the Hands of a Woman—Trou- 
ble at Mrs. Cohen’s Grocery Estab- 
lishment. 


John Shechan was found in the act of 
stealing geese from a coop in frent of Mrs. 
Jennie Cohen's grocery shop, Union and Lib- 
erty streets, last night, and fired a revolver 
shot at the woman. : : 

The bullet missed the intended victim, but 
struck Barnett Cooper, 50 years old, No. 83 
Barber street, in the face, inflicting a prob- 
ably fatal wound. The shooting attracted a 
large crowd and several hundred persons 
chased Sheehan and a companion for several 
blocks. Just as Sheehan was preparing to 
fire into the crowd he was struck on the head 
with a hatchet in the hands of a woman and 
rendered unconscious, Patrick Begley'was 
Sheehan's companion. 

Sheehan's skill was fractured. He was 
conveyed to the County Hospital. The bullet 
which struck Cooper pierced his forehead 
Squarely between the eyes, and, it is thought, 
lodged in his brain. He was conveyed to the 
Michael Reese Hospital. 


Break Into the Crates. 

Mrs. Cohen’s grocery is in a smal] frame 
building.. Most of her customers are Jewish 
people. Yesterday she purchased seyeral 
crates of live geese and chickens. These 
were placed on the walk in front of the 
store. At Y o’clock last evening a custemer 
notified Mrs. Cohen that two men were at- 
tempting to steal some of the geese. .Mrs. 
Cohen ran from the stere and discovered 
Sheehan and Begley in the act of tearing the 
slats from one of the crates. 

Without giving the thieves any warning 
Mrs. Cohen stepped up behind Sheehan and 
took hold of his coat collar, and began call- 
ing for the police. Suddenly Sheehan drew 
a revolver, ana attempted to get into such 
a position that He could get aimather. The 
latter, seeing her life was in danger, 
loosened her hold on Sheehan's coat collar, 
ee skillfully tripped him heavily to the 
walk. . 

As Sheehan fell the revolver was dis- 
charged. Barnett Cooper was at that mo- 
ment on his way to the grocery, and as he 
stepped around the corner the bullet struck 
him between the eyes and he fell. 

By this time a large crowd had gathered 
and much excitement prevailed. Sheehan 
ran along Liberty street and was closely fol- 
lowed by Begley, who had taken no hand 
in the scuffle with Mrs. Cohen. Some one 
shouted ‘*lynch them,’’ and immediately the 
crowd of angry and excited people closed in 
and a chase was begun. Liberty street is 
practically an alley. 

Woman Uses the Hatchet. 

Soon Sheehan and Begiey were surround, 
ed. Near the carner of Halsted street Shee- 
han turned and attempted to level his re- 
volver at the crowd. Just as he did so he 
was struck with a hatchet and fell to the 
ground unconscious. The police were un- 
able to learn the name of the woman who 
dealt the blow. 

Begley was striking with his tists tn an 
attempt to escape. He was pointed out to 
Officer Martini and arrested. Latcr the po- 
lice took him away. ‘ | 

During the excitement Cooper had not 
been neglected. He was carried*into Mrs. 
Cohen’s store and a physician summoned. 
The bullet had entered his head between the 
eyes, and, it is thought, lodged in his brain. 
Late last night the attendants at the hos- 
pital said he would probably die. Cooper 
is 3) years old, and has lived in the vicinity 
of Liberty and Union streets for many years. 


BIG FIRM DRAGGED DOWN BY A MINE. 


Quigley & Mullen, Wilmington, Del., 
Go Under for 870,000, Due to the 
Golden Sceptre Failure. 


Wilmington, Del., Dec. 17.—[Special.}—The 
old established firm of Quigley & Mullen, 
wholesale grocers of this city, confessed 
judgments today amounting to $70,000. The 
failure was the result of speculation and was 
contingent upon the failure of the Golden 
Sceptre Mining company, which made an as- 
signment last month, 

Dr. R. 8S. Law of San Francisco, who had 
a gold mine for sale, came to Wilmington a 
year ago and got a prominent lawyer inter- 
ested. The lawyer formed a company to pur- 
chase the mine. Ex-Senator Anthony Hig- 
gins, Winfield S. Quigley, and W. D. Mullen 
Jr. joined the scheme, Several other promi- 
nent and wealthy citizens also took stock 
anda large number of poor people mortgaged 
their homes to get an interest in the com- 
pany, which was organized under the name 
of the *“‘ Golden Sceptre Mining company.” 
H. H. Emmons, a prominent lawyer, was 
made President. 

Building a railroad exhausted the capital 
of the company. Fraser & Chalmers of Chi- 
cago, which had sold the mining company 
machinery, made a demand for paymen:, 
failed to get it, and seized the machinery. 
The mining company consequently assigned. 
Sensational developments are expegted. 


W. J. Chalmers of Fraser & Chalmers said 
yesterday there was no fraud at all in the 
operations of the Golden Sceptre company 
of Montana, and that neither his firm nor 
any one else had lost anything by it. The 
company had spent $850,000 in developing 
the property and needed $100,000 more to 
make it remunerative; but the property was 
of great value and would, .no doubt, be im- 
mensely profitable within a short time. 


SUBMIT BRADLEY INSTITUTE PLANS, 


Trustees Make Suggestions, Changing 
Location of the Buildings. 

Peoria, Ill., Dec. 17.—[Special.]—Trustees 
of the Bradley Polytechnic Institute met here 
today, the out-of-town members present be- 
ing Zealy M. Holmes of Mossville and Dr. 
Albion W. Small of Chicago. Plans submit- 
ted by Henry lves Cobb were examined and 
discussed. Several changes were suggested 
in the plans, notably in the one designating 
the location of the buildings on the grounds 
and in the plan of the Horological School 
and Machinery Hall. 

The drawings for the Administration Bulld- 
ing show a structure in the Norman style 
of architecture. It is three stories and a 
basement high, 158 feet long, and 106 feet 
wide. 

Machinery Hall is an immense building as 
planned, combining, as it does, the machin- 
ery, woodworking, and horological depart- 
ments. It consists of a main building 216 
feet long and 40 feet wide and an L 40 feet 
long by 40 feet wide. 

It was decided to separate the horological 
school and the machine shop. Work will 
commence on the former as soon as the 
weather will permit. Prof. Dewey, head 
of the School of Pedagogy of Chicago, was 
selected to make a tour of all the poly- 
technic schools of the country and report 
before the curriculum ts adopted, Mrs. Brad- 
ley has set apart ten more acres for the site.

MILLIONS STARVING IN INDIA. 

Reports received by the Foreign Depart- 
ment of the American Board of Missions 
present a picture of the famine in India 
that must be incomprehensible to the peo- 
ple of the United States. All former state- 
ments that the grain crop was a failure have 
been viewed from a commercial standpoint 
as indicating direct benefits to our own 
farmers. It is staggering to be informed 
now that “40,000,000 human beings are 
starving and that millions will die for lack 
of food.” It is even more staggerifig to 
read that certain merchants in India have in 
their cellars grain enough to feed the people 
for a year and that this grain will be kept 
locked up while death mows down the poor, 
in order that higher prices may be gbtained 
for the commodity. The situation combines 
the greatest imaginable amount of human 
misery and the most revolting exhibition of 
human greed. 

The predestined victims of this inexorable 
famine if sufficient relief is not extended are 
absolutely un*rotected by any surplus re- 
sources from a visitation of this character. 
The Rev. James Smith writes from Ab- 
mednaga: 

Those who constitute the rank and file of our 
churches are always in a condition bordering 
upon starvation. There are 40,000,000 of such 
poor people in India who never get more than one 
meal a day. Every ‘night 80,000,000 lie down on 
the ground to sleep, hungry. The average income 
of every man, woman, and child in India is less 
than one cent a day.

TELLER’s VEILED THREAT. 

In the debate on the Dingley bill in the 
Senate on Wednesday Teller, the tearful 
bolter of Colorado, announced that “ there 
was ah obstruction in the Senate which 
would not suffer that bill to become a law 
without a silver attachment.” 


That threat will disturb no one, for the’ 


author of ‘the Dingley bill does not want it 
enacted, He is working on a more Bym- 
metrical meastire, But Senator Teller 
probably meant to be understood as making 
a veiled threat of deadly “ obstruction” 
when a tariff bill comes up at the extra ses- 
sion in March. . 
He stated also that— 


It was the duty of the incoming administration 
to have an extra session to formulate a bill and 
try to pass it. Im conclusion he declared that he 
wanted to see a return of prosperity. He believed 


it could be brought about only by a decent financial 


system, but if any other system was proposed that 
would stand the test of logic he would support it. 
He did not mean that he wowld vote for a tariff 
bill, He would reserve the right to decide that 
question later. 


Does Senator Teller mean to intimate that 
he will vote against and try to talk down a 
tariff bill which does not provide for the 
free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to1 
and the consequent abandonment of the ex- 
isting American gold standard of money? 

Does he intend to obstruct the enactment 
of any tariff measure which does not pro- 
vide that three-quarters of an ounce of sil- 
ver shall be coined free into legal tender dol- 
lars, to be used ex post facto in the pay- 
ment of the millions of existing contracts 
based on gold value dollars? 

Three-quarters of an ounce of silver can 
be purchased anywhere in the world for 50 
cents or less. Hence Teller’s “silver at- 
tachment” means the debasement of the 
currency standard of the country to silver 
dollars worth 50 cents in the world’s stand-

St. Louls Globe-Democrat (Rep.): Through 
the greed which impels them to force up 
prices until outside competition necessarily 
presents itself the trusts contain in them- 
selves the seeds of their own destruction, 
It is the duty, however, cf the Republican 
party to hasten the smashifig in the case 
of those “ combines “ which are a detriment 
to the country. There aré many of this class 
in the metal industries besides the nail and 
the Bessemer steel trusts, and all of them 
will have to be proceeded against by the 
Republicans during McKinley’s term. The 
trusts can be attacked in three ways—by a 
general law of Congress like tho erman 
act of 1800, which act, however, has not 
hurt the “ combines ” much thus far; by the 
State laws against combinations in restraint 
of trade; and by reducing or abolishing the 
duties on trusts’ articles when on the dutia- 
ble list. No time is going to be spent by the 
party in ignorant and empty denunciation 
of monopolies in the abstract, but they will 
be dealt with in the concrete in an intelli- 
gent and practical way.

After having lost a year it was a waste of 
time to call up a makeshift measure in an 
unfriendly Senate, when a new Congress 
which will enact a more satisfactory law 
will meet in three months. 

The Senators from the mining camp 
States are as much opposed to the Dingley 
bill as they ever were. Senator Teller an- 
rfounced on Wednesday that “ there was an 
obstruction in the Senate which would not 
permit it to become a law without a silver 
attachment.” 

Even if the free silverites had not the 
votes with which to defeat the bill without a 
‘* silver attachment,” they have the tongues 
with which to talk it to death. 

Senator Gorman, speaking presumably 
for the Democratic Senators, assured the 
Republicans that they could not pass the 
Dingley bill, which he described as “ unjust 
and unequal.’ They would not be allowed 
to pass it. He also informed them that in 
his opinion they would have a majority fora 
protective measure after March 4, and he 
did not think there would be any desire to 
obstruct that party measure. 

Therefore, Senators Sherman, Hale, and 
Platt united in the statement that the Ding- 
ley bill was dead and it was useless to spend 
any more time on it. In the course of his 


remarks Senator Sherman declared that— 

It was a crime that Congress remained. idle 
failing to do its paramount duty of providing 
sufficient revenue for the expenses of the govern- 
ment. 

‘*We ought to do it,’ exclaimed the Senator. 
“It is a shame, a disgrace to the Congress of the 
United States to compel the issue of bonds in time 
of peace to meet the government's expenses. 

** That silver rider to the Dingley bill is a mere 
cowardly evasion of legislation. I say it with all 
the emphasis I can give to it. It was placed there 
to prevent action on a measure framed to aid the 
operations of the government.”’ 

This is all true. The conduct of the Sen- 
ntorial free silverites has been infamous. 
lor a yeat they have kept the government 
on short rations, hoping to starve it into 
submission or through lack of revenue to 
force it down to a cheap silver basis. They 
are stillunrepentant. So it is useless to talk 
of revenue measures during the present ses- 
sion. 

But in the next Congress the free silver- 
ites will not be as strong in the Scnate as 
they are now, and the promise has been 
made that there will be no factious Demo- 
cratic opposition to a Republican tariff bill.

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TOO MUCH CONFIDENCE IN 0’DEA’S FOOT. 

The advance reports from the training 
quarters of the rival sluggers indicate 
strongly that the kicking’by a certain O’Dea 
will be a prominent feature of the battle to 
be fought in the Coliseum tomorrow even- 
ing. Mr. O'Dea is technically known as the 
“full back” of the Wisconsin University 
eleven, and is held in high esteem for the 
force he is able to concentrate in his right 
foot. His associates apparently are repos- 
ing great confidence in that dgile member 
and mainly by its frequent manifestation 
hope to be victorious over the eleven Indians 
from the Carlisle Industrial School. 

The persuasive power of Mr. O’Dea’s foot, 
however, is viewed in the dispatches from 
a prejudiced standpoint, and may be more 
than offset by the feet of the red men from 
Pennsylvania. Moreover, the foot has 
dwindled away almost to a rudimentary 
stage as far as it is effective in the game 
which still retains the name of football. -It 
is more probable that this Mr. O’Dea will 
find that celebrated foot useful only as a 
means of transportation to the field, and 
that until he is carried away on a stretcher 
he will be practically unconscious of its ex- 
istence. In fact, feet are rather a hindrance 
than otherwise to the most progressive 
method of conducting these exhibitions, 
Owners of feet are inspired occasionally to 
run, and thus in chasing the fugitives and 
hurling them to earth moch valuable time is 
lost that might otherwise have been de- 
voted to good solid fighting.

And 
the worst phase of all is that the famine has 
barely begun. There has been no rain prac- 
tically since last July. It will require ten 
months more in which to ripen grain under 
favorable conditions. And in these ten 
months the millions will starve and die, and 
other millions who are yet not reduced to 
suffering will be added to the list of victims. 
All this cumulative horror will be precipi- 
tated unless the government steps in and 
holds out a helping hand. An appropri- 
ation of $125,000,000 has been made al- 
ready to relieve the distress, but the mis- 
sionaries declare this will be but a drog in 
the bucket compared with the amount re- 
quired merely to ward off death. Dr. R. A. 
Hume, also writing from Ahmednaga and 
commenting on this insufficiency of govern- 
ment aid, adds: 

The first crops have not been properly ripened 
and the second crops cannot eyen be sowed. The 
water supply in the wells is low. What will it be 
in a few months hence? The famine seems likely 
to be general: for nearly the whole population, 
with its 300,000,000 people. Grain riots are com- 
mon. Merchants will not sell grain, largely. be- 
cause they know the price will greatly increase. 
As it is impossible to ripen any grain for over ten 
months to come, what fearful suffering seems to be 
in store! Parents are deserting their children. 
Cattle are being sold for the value of their hides. 

The Rev. R. Winsor, in a report from 
Serur-Poona, detlares the famine is even 
worse than that twenty years ago. He 
says: 

We are in the clutch of a dire famine such as 
has not been known in this land for over 100 
years. That of twenty years ago was hot so wide- 
spread. I have seen several government officers, 
but all seem at their wits’ end. The sights are 
sad indeed—people craving for food: a rush by hun- 
dreds to grain shops, with none able to get any- 
thing. There is nothing but the one cry every- 
where; *‘ Kai kern?’’—what shall we do? The cat- 
tle are being turned out upon the highways and 
fields to die. It is reaching all over India. Suffer- 
ing we must see for eight or twelve months, with 
want and death. 


It does not seem possible that England 
will permit this awful’ harvest of death. 
The sympathies of its people cannot with- 
stand an appeal for food that is made by 
starving millions. Those full granaries 
barred by unspeakable greed must be 
opened. With all the facts known, through 
the unanimous statements of the mission- 
aries, it would be little short of inhuman to 
remain passive while this vast horde of suf- 
ferers succumbed to hunger. 

A dispatch from Calcutta to the London 
Timés a few days ago suggested that possi- 
bly the grave fears of the missionaries would 
not be realized and were based upon exag- 
gerated reports. -But the Calcutta En- 
glishman, in its issue of Nov. 25, seems to 
discount any hopeful aspects of the case, 
for it criticises the home officials for under- 
estimating the extent of the famine and de- 
clares that practically every province is in- 
volved, and that “ such errors at the outset 
may result in irretrievable disaster and suf- 
fering before the crisis is over.”’ 

The government has had many experi- 
ences with famine in this land.. The eond}- 
tion of the people is so wretched that even 
the partial failure of a crop entails positive 
starvation to many. When things are at 
the best the people are accustomed to sub- 
sist on not more than two meals a day and 
more often one, and can earn barely enough 
to provide this necessity. The slightest 
diminution of earning capacity or opportuni- 
ty means immediate suffering, and the total 
cessation of both, as appears to be the case 
at the present time, means starvation unless 
extensive help is given. But all past ex- 
periences of the government appear to have 
been trivial compared with the situation 
now confronting it. The misery is more 
widespread and must be overwhelming to 
ordinary protective or charitable agencies. 


Is MACEO DEAD OR ALIVE? 2 

The death of Antonio Maceo has been 
chronicled with infinite detail and has been 
accompanied by enough circumstantial evi- 
dence to supply funeral accommodations for 
an entire army. It has been the first one 
of his many deaths that the readers of Cu- 
ban literature have been willing tq accept as 
final. Now that the situation has been re- 
adjusted to suit the continual absence of a 
Maceo, it is perplexing to read in the dis- 
patches from Key West that Gen. Pratt of 
the Spanish army has fought an engage- 
ment with Gen. Maceo in the Province of 
Matanzas several days after Maceo was 
killed so conspicuously in the’ Province of 
Pinar del Rio. If this sort of thing con- 
tinues it will be as difficult to Keep Maceo 
dead as it was to keep him alive. The peo- 
ple did not object to the daily revivals of 
Maceo as denials of previous death rumors, 
but it will not be so pleasant to have rumors 
of life subjected to the same treatment. It 
is probable that this report that Maceo 
fought with Gen. Pratt in Matanzas will be 
denied today. It is not improbable that a 
similar report will be revived tomorrow. It 
is obvious that some compromise must be 
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credits. 

But the Senate after March 4 next may 
not desire to pass a tariff bill with a “ silver 
attachment.”

Where there is a will there can be found a 
way of restoring to the majority of the 
Senate the right to do business and to pass 
a’ bill even if there is no “ silver attach- 


ment “—like a tin can tied to a dog's tail— 


fastened to it, notwithstanding the “ objec- 
tions” of the alleged Senators from the 


‘rotten borough and mining-camp States of 


the arid plains and barren mountain regions, 
who want “something done for silver” in 


the way of adopting silver dollars worth 50 


cents in gold. 


THE DELIBERATE BLUNDERS OF TELLER. 


Senator Tellerannounces sneeringly that— 


We were told during.the campaign thet the era of 


prosperity would begin as soon as the election 


was over. If the predicted prosperity has appeared 


on the horizon I have falled to see it. 

Senator TeHer will not see because he 
does not want to see. Nearly all business 
was paralyzed from June 15 to Nov. 4, 
owing to the fear that the Demo-Pop candi- 
date whom Teller favored might be elected, 

All the men engaged in business pursuits 
knew that Bryan’s sncecess would be follow- 
ed by a dreadful panic, a general lack of em- 
ployment, a collapse of one-half in the value 
of the silver and paper currency, and a con- 
traction of the currency by two- thirds, as 
measured by its purchasing or business 
power. 

Intelligent men knew that if Bryan won 
three or four million men would be thrown 
out of work and would have to seek in vain 
for many months to get employment so as 
to keep their destitute wives and children 
from starvation. 

The conviction that all these things would 
happen if the revolutionary candidate of a 
dishonest party were elected deadened 
American indugtry for four and a half 
months. But Bryan and Bryanism were 
defeated in November, and Teller knows 
what a happy change has taken place since 
then. He is not unaware of the wonderful 
restoration of confidence, and of the re- 
sumption and enlargement of business and 
industry even at the commencement of the 
winter season. Several hundred thousand 
more men are at work now than there were 
a day or a week ora month before the defeat 
of Bryan and the destructive schemes of 
Teller and his mining camp constitutents, 

Is Teller unaware of the advance in the 
pricé of stocks and bonds, and of the in- 
crease in the volume of bank deposits and 
loans? Does he not know that there is a 
market for real estate now; that the owners 
of money will loan it on réal estate security; 
that in every city plans are being drawn for 
new buildings to be put up next spring; 
that railroad business has improved; that 
the storekeepers are selling more goods of 
dll kinds and are buying more from the 
wholesalers ? 

Amazing progress has. been made on the 
road to prospefity since Nov. 3. Every in- 
telligent man is aware of it, and if he is 
honest will admit it. Teller is intelligent, 
but not honest, so he does not admit it. 

If the next Congress in extra session does 
its duty—as it will in spite of Teller’s pro- 
tests—the times will soon be as good as they 
were during the fourteen years preceding 
the 4th of March, 1893. But even then the 
lachrymose Teller will stick it out that the 
country has gone to the dogs. 
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GREAT BRITAIN has been shaken up by an 
earthquake, and although no serious dam- 


age resulted, all the traditional phenomena 


appear to have been experienced. There 
was a “ loud, rushing sound,” furniture was 
shifted, doors opened or closed, houses 
rocked, crockery fell from shelves, people 
were thrown from beds, and the entire popu- 
lation was “ panic stricken,’’ At a place 
near Shrewsbury there was an addition to 
the customary manifestations that consisted 
of “a fire that suddenly filled the streets 
with a report accompanied by a shaking of 
the earth.” Americans are familiar with 
these episodes in connection with earth- 
quakes, and they are invariably supplied 
either by nature or a reporter. Great Brit- 
ain has had little personal experience of the 
kind, and has been addicted to the un- 
pleasant habit of drawing contrasts between 
the vast extent of fantastic phenomena and 
the small amount of‘actual damage that at 


in a particularly bad piece of road, was lashing 
his horse and swearing in a loud and reckless 
way.

VOICHS FOR CUBA. 


Paltimore Anmierican: The tension between this 
country and-Spain has been for some time a 
serious matter. It is useless to deny that this is 
a fact. The heated utterances.of a few Congress- 
men are not a fafr expression of public opinion in 
this country, but it is impossible not to discern that 
sympathy for the Cubans is very strong in all parts 
of the United States. 

Raltimore Sun: It is in the nature of the case 
that the policy of suppressing one revolt after an- 
other in blood cannot keep Cuba under Spanish 
rule, except in a state of intermittent war. As 
President Cleveland has pointed out in his mes- 
sage to Congress, the physical conditions of the 
island are such that the superior numbers, dis- 
cipline, and equipment of the Spanish forces 
cannot be brought to bear effectively upon the 
rebel armies. The death of Maceo does not alter 
those conditions. ° 

Atlanta Constitution: If the Cubans are worthy 
of the sacred cause in which they have enlisted the 
death of the patriot leader, Antonio Maceo, will 
spur them on to more vigorous campaigns and 
to still greater sacrifices. They have the sympa- 
thy of all men everywhere who believe in human 
liberty and the institutions of free government. 
Armed with this and fired by their owWn patriot- 
ism, they should never cease the struggle until 
the last Spanish butcher is driven from their 
island. 

‘There is one suggestion in Mr. Cleveland's 
Cuban message,’’ says the Vicksburg Commercial, 
‘*to which Congress should turn a deaf ear. And 
that is the hint of the purchase of the island. 
Not a dollar ought the United States to pay for 
Cuba or upon ite debts. The possession of the 
province upon any terms, as a gift or by the peti- 
tion of the inhabitants, should be dectined if any 
other possible manner of restoring a peaceful and 
orterly administration can be devised. The 
United States holds enough mixed-race sections 
now.’ This is largely the view of the Southern 
Democratic press.

Since Mr. McKinley first attacked the 
tariff, the fixed annual expenses of the gov- 
ernment have beem increased by $12,000,000 
for interest on Cleveland bonds; $262, 000,000 
has been added by them also to the national 
debt, sooner or later to be paid off and ex- 
tinguished. There is an annual deficit of 
many millions now operating. There is the 
navy, the army, and the forts, not omitting 
the interoceanic waterway through Nicar- 
agua, calling for money for improvement 

and construction. 

This does not mean, of course, that the new 
tariff must be for revenue only. The Re- 
publican party advocates the principle of 
protection as both wise and constitutional: 
and during the existing administration the 
Democrats have given the most conclusive 
practical demonstration possible of their es- 
sential agreement with the Republicans. 

More revenue is the prime need of the day. 
So widely understood and appreciated is this 
fact that Gov. McKinley can confidently look 
to revenue as the hinge of his success as 
President and of Republican power through- 
out the land.

Gov.-Elect Tanner and Dr. T. N. Ja- 
mieson Address the Committee. 

When the State Central committee gath- 
ered for its business meeting in the morning 
the only absentees were William T. Ball of 
Chicago, Dr. L. 8. Wilcox of Champaign, 
Charles S. Rannels of Jacksonville, L. T. 
Linnell of Cobden, and BE. H. Morris of Chi- 
cago. Mr. Ball and Mr. Rannels were rep- 
resented by proxy. 

When the reports had all been presented 
and adopted, without criticism or objection, 
a resolution was adopted inviting Gov.-elect 
Tanner to visit the committee room and 
make an address. The invitation was ac- 
cepted, and Capt. Tanner made an enthusi- 
astic speech twenty-five minutes in length. 
Dr. Jamieson followed in one of the same 
length. 

Gov.-elect Tanne?’ thanked the committee 
for its work in the campaign and especially 
felicitated the members on the fight they 
made in holding Illinois solid when “ things 
looked doubtful for a time " after the Repub- 
lican convention.

Extradition Papers Are Expected to 
Bring Bi C. W. Evans from Battie 
City, Mont.—Men Are Wanted for 

‘Transactions in Alleged Steck of 
the “Freedom Gold Mining Com- 
pany "Real Estate Dealer A, &, 
Leib Causes Investigation,

lewéd swindlers, it is said, “ bought and 
sold ’’ stocks of the “ Freedom Gol 
eompany” by telegraph and always man- 
aged to break off negotiations just after their 
victims had loaded up with 10,000 shares in a 
lump at the astoundingly low figure of from 
10 to 20 cents on the dollar per share. 

Buyers were made to believe, it is said, 
that delayéd telegrams had caused them 
to miss making quick trafisfers or that the 
expected buyers had “ gone ‘to the Anacon- 
da races” for a breathing spell, or tha 
unforeseen slumps in other stocks had in- 
terfered With contemplated transactions. 
It usually required several days for reflec- 
tion and investigation before victims real- 
ized they had been “‘ fleeced."’ 


How Confidence Was Won. 

Mr. Leib came to his misfortune through 
being a native of Goshen, Ind. It was a 
Goshen “syndicate’’ which maniquiated 
the thing dat this end. of the Ime. Leonard 
Roach of the firm of Bartlett & Roach, real 
estate dealers, knew Q. V. Cornell in boy- 
hood. So when Mr. Roach learned of the 
great chance at “ Freedom ” stock through 
Cornell he had all confidence in its value. 
Cornell is charged with being the *‘ go-be- 
tween ” for the Montana swindlers. He was 
introduced to Mr. Leib by the real'estate 
meén, who said their firm wanted to get some 
of the stock if they could muster the ready 
money. 

Cornell was living at No. 579 Forty-third 
street in a flat kept by Mrs. Roscoe, alias 
Mrs. Fox, who also hails from Goshen. He 
told his old associate that he knew of a 
chance to turn a cool thousand or two ina 
hurry, and as he had no money he would 


| like to have him make the deal and give 


him a small share for his knowledge. Mr. 
Roach at once showed interest. Cornell 
said there was a sick man at his flat—

Leith Becomes Interested. 


The letters were type-written on “ Free- 
dom” letter-heads, setting forth the list of 
officers and directors, the counsel, the 
“cable” address, and the location of the 
mine. It looked like genuine gold mining, 
and Mr. Roach soon got his friend Leib in- 
terested. The pair were accommodeted 
with an audience with the invalid Mr. Linn 
by their friend Cornell. They went to the 
flat by appointment, and, after their friend 
had gone into the sick chamber and put all 
in readinese, they were admitted. 

Mr. Linn wasinbed. He hada pallid coun- 
tenance and an eagle eye, deep-set, under 
scragsy brows, seemed wasted and hollow- 
chested, and, although in a position to let 
another fellow make some quick money at 
his own expense, h@ soon showed that he 
was not to be trifled with.

Both callers. noticed these— 
how much they looked like the hands of a 
consumptive inthe last stages—and,that 
settled it with them. As he had to have the 
money to go home to die they thought it a 
simple problem why he would take 20 cents 
a share for stock which he said they could 
turn over quickly for a much better figure.

On two oc- 
casions visits were made Unexpectedly, and 
the speculators had to wait in the kitchen 
fifteen minutes until the sick man was pre- 
pared to receive them, but that did net 
arouse their suspicions.

He did 
not know of the “‘ Freedom,” but agreed to 
wire J. W. Winwood, a mining expert at 
Butte City, for advice. 


Fraud Is Brought to Light. 


Next day the exciting “spec” arranged 
by the Goshen syndicate was prostrated 
with this reply: 

* Freedom shares have no value whatever. 
Am writing fully.’’ 

When the letter came it said there was no 
such mine at all, and its only property was 
a piece of yellow paper printed to represent 
10,000 shares of stock, every now and then 
sold to ambitious capitalists. 

Mr. Leib went after the invalid Mr. Linn 
as soon as he caught‘his breath. Of course 
he had ‘‘ gone home” as sodn-as he re- 
ceived his money. Cornell had his addfess, 
though. A letter and dispatches were re- 
turned for want of knowledge of such a 
person. Then Mr. Leib set about for re- 
venge.

COMMISSIONERS GO TO SPRINGFIELD 
AND RESCIND ACTION. 
4 . 

_Ggrdes and Welch Respond to a Sum- 
mons from Goy, Altgeld, Who Is 
Said to Have Been Much Exercised 
Over the Proposed Illinois and 
Michigan Franchi nnon Fails 
to Attend Yeste ’s Conference, 
but Gives His Views on the Affair. 


After a conferencé with Gov. Altgeld at 
Springfield yesterday Canal Commissioners 
Gerdes and Welch, constituting a majority 
of the board, reconsidered the action taken 
at their secret meeting in this city last Sat- 
@irday !n granting a franchise for the con- 
struction of an electric railroad along the 
towpath of the Illinois and Michigan Canal 
from Joliet to La Salle. The distance of 
the proposed line was sixty-two miles, and 
publicity was given to the scheme first be- 
cause of the small consideration exacted 
for the franchise, and, second, because of 
the project's alleged Mliegality. 

The Canal Commissioners went to Spring- 
field yesterday in responsé to a summons 
from the Governor, who, it is said, haa been 
much Worked up over the adverse comment 
awakened within the last feW days. Com- 


missioner Cannon did not attend yesterday's 
meeting. 


Opposition of the Governor. 


Just what the Governor said to the Com- 
missioners is something they are not talk- 
ing about, but can be imagined from the fact 
that he has not hesitated to declare that 
they had no authority .to make such a grant. 

The Commissioners made public the min- 
utes of their proceedings, It is claimed by 
the Commissioners now that no franchise 
had been actually granted, but that they 
had only adopted a resolution lookirg to the 
granting of such a franchise. 

Commissioner Cannon was seen in this city 
yesterday, and talked in regard to the deal. 
He confirmed the statement that it was not 
consummated last Saturday, and said fur- 
thermere it would not be if the Governor ob- 
jected to it. . 

He profesesd to see nothing wrong in the 
action of the board in voting to grant the 
franchise, either as regards the legal or 
moral phases of the matter. 

He expresesd himeelf in any other than a 
complimentary manner regarding the opin- 
ion given by Attorney-General Moloney as 
to the legality of the board's action, and 
declared he would place more confidence 
in the opinion of Duncan and Gilbert, the 
board’s attorneys, than In one put forth by 
the Attorney-General. 


Cites Leases of the Past. 


He said it was strange that it should now 
be discovered that the Canal Board had nu 
right to grant any leases within the ninety- 
foot strip along the canal when many such 
leases had been granted by Canal Boards in 
the past. 

According to his statement of the details 
of the transaction, the matter had been un- 
der consideration by the board less than two 
weeks, and no agtion was taken until Mr. 
Duncan. gave an opinion that the board hai 
an undoubted right to grant the franchise, sv 
long as it was provided that the navigation 
of the canal was in no way to be interfered 


from the statute whérein the board was 
specifically given the power to grant a 
franchise such as the one under considera- 
tion, and the matter appearing clear the 
board voted to grant it at a meeting held at 
the Auditorium on Saturday last. 

“On Monday,” said Mr. Cannon, “I took 
the memoranda of the contract agreed upot 
to Mr. Dunean, and requested him to draw 
it up. It was my purpose to take it to Lock- 
port the next day, where I was to meet Mr. 
Riale and Mr. Duncan, the lessees, and com- 
plete the business. I

COURT GIVES SHARKEY THE PURSE. 


Holds the Affair Wasa Prize Fight and 
Therefore Illegal. 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 17.—The fight 
between Sharkey and Fitzsimmons for pos- 
session of the $10,000 purse was concluded 
today when Judge Sanderson of the Superior 
Court dissolved the injunction restraining 
the Anglo-California Bank from cashing the 
check. Counbel for Sharkey called the at- 


* temtion of the court to the State law for- 


prize fighting, between which and 
a “glove contest ’ he maintained there was 
no difference, and he therefore argued that 
a case involving the possession of a purse 
for prize fighting had no standing in court. 

The Judge concurred in this view, and said 
he would have terminated the proceedings 
earlier had -that point been called to his 
judicial attention. The court held that un- 
der the California statute the Civic Board of 
Supervisors had no more power to legalize 
@ prize fight than to sanction a duel. The 
decision concluded as follows: 

“ There is no question in my mind that the 
parties in this engagement, or exhibition, or 
whatever you call it—the complaint calls ic 
a boxing contest—are indictable under the 
law, and that the people who witnessed it 
are amenable as law breakers. I under- 
stood that these exhibitions are given, and 
they are given because the people and police 
wink at them. But no court will recognize 
any such proceedings, and there is no doubt 
in my mind that this.injunction should be 
‘dissolved, and it would have been dissolved 
if.the motion had been made immediately 
upon the heels of issuing it, as the court ir 
fact expected. The order to dissolve the 
injunction will be granted, and the complaint 
be stricken from the files.’’ 

The whole proceeding was over. Fitz- 
simmons and Julian looked decidedly glum, 
while their -attorneys looked resigned. 
Sharkey was not there to witness his tri- 
umph.

DEEP CHANNEL TO THE ATLANTIC. 


In Just One Year Philadelphia Expeets 
to Be a Full-Fledged Sea-~ 
port, 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 17.—{Special.]—A 
year from the present time, unless the well- 
Jaid plans of the government engineers who 
have charge of the improvements of the 
Delaware River meet with some unexpected 
setback, there will be a deep water channel 
in the Delaware River from cca areoae 
to the sea. 

There is every probability that by Dec. 1, 
1897, there will be a channel at least thirty- 
two feet deep at high tide and 600 feet 
wide between Philadelphia and the sea. 
This will be sufficient water for vessels of 
the deepest draft and will permit them to 
navigate the Delaware River without the 
slightest delay or detention at any point. 

A general impression prevails among ship- 
ping men that the completion of this great 
improvement is probably the one thing 
needed to bring back to Philadelphia its 
lost ocean carrying business. 

The significance of the announcement that 
a year from now will see the completion of 
the projected improvements to the Delaware 
channel can, therefore, be fully appreciated. 
It means, perhaps, and there is some ground 
for the hope, that the great steamers Ken- 
sington and Southwark, which were taken off 
of the Philadelphia line of the International 
Navigation company nearly two years ago, 
will sail from this port again. 

Except by those directly interested and 
having an intimate knowledge of the sub- 
ject, the imiportance of the recommenda- 
tions of the report of the Board of United 
States Engineers, known as the Liston’s 
Point Dike Board, has not been recognized. 
This board, composed of Col.sHenry M. Rob- 
ert, Col. Peter C. Hains, and Maj. C. W. 
Raymond, made its report to the Secretary 
of War on the day that Congress assembled, 
and it is the recommendation of this board 
which brings the completion of the deep 
water channel of the river so near. 


ATTACKS THE INDETERMINATE LAW. 


Attorney Brady Raises the Claim It Is 
an ex Post Facto Act as to 
Charles “aan 


Seemnenieemeaiiiaeetaanl 


Judge Gibbons yesterday took under ad- 
visement a habeas corpus petition which 
attacks the validity of the indeterminate 
sentence law. The case is that of Charles 
Henning, a convict in Joliet Penitentiary. 
It is directed against Warden Allen of that 
institution. 

It is claimed the indeterminate sentence 
act is ex-post facto law as far as Henning 
is concerned and confers judicial power upon 
the Board of Prison Commissioners, which 
is held to be contrary to the law and good 
government. The ex-post facto claim is an 
entirely novel one. 

Charles Henning and William Langosch 
were arrested on June 7, 1895, charged with 
robbery. Henning was found guilty and 
Judge Stein sentenced him to the peniten- 
tiary for an indeterminate period. Counsel 
for Henning now sets up the claim the crime 
upon which he was convicted was commit- 
ted nearly a month prior to the date upon 
which the indeterminate law became ef- 
fective. 


Robbed and Loses His Wife. 
Defiance, O., Dec. 17.—Three robbers visit- 
ed the house of Fred Buckleman, a well-to- 
do farmer living near here, lasi night. 
Buckleman was lured outside, beaten into 
insensibility, and bound hand and foot. 
Then the robbers entered the house. Mrs. 
Bucklieman was also beaten and bound. The 
robbers secured only a small ameunt of 
money. Buckleman finally releascd himself, 
but upon reaching the house he was unable 
to find his wife. After an hour's search 
she was discovered in a cornfield, where she 
had gone after regaining consciousness.

SKATING RINK AND THEATER BURN. 


Fire Loss at Pittsburg Approximates 
$500,000, on Which There Isa 
Small Insurance. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 17.—The Casino Skat- 
ing Rink and Summer Theater, a pleasure re- 
sort at Schenley Park, was destroyed by fire 
early this morning. The loss will approx!i- 
mate $500,000, on which the insurance is 
slight. The fire was caused by the explosion 
of an ammonia cylinder in the ice skating 
plant. The noxious vapors which filled the 
interior prevented the firemen from entering 
the Casino and fighting the flames from the 
inside. The Schenley Park bridge was saved 
from total destruction. The Casino cost 

300,000 and its equipment more than $100,000 
more. 

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 17.—This morning an 
explosion occurred at the Detroit College of 
Medicine, and immediately following the ex- 
plosion flames broke forth.

Incendiarism is strongly 
suspected. 

Sonora, Cal., Dec. 17.—The old mining 
town of Jamestown, famous in California 
literature as ‘“‘ Jimtown,’’ was almost com- 
pletely destroyed by fire today. All the 
buildings were of wood, and the fire, which 
started in a bakery, was unc hecked until 
all but two or three isolated dwellings were 
consumed. One thousand people are home- 
less aS a result of the fire. The town pos- 
sessed no fire department, and before as- 
sistance could be sent from Sonora the town 
had been obliterated.

Singular Letter from Cassius M. Clay, 
the Ancient Kentucky Abolitionist, 
Now Nearly 90 Years Old. 

White Hall, Ky., Dec. 15.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.}—You have asked me to say a word 
for publication in your journal. 

We have carried my county, my Congres- 
sional (Eighth) district, the State, and the 
Nation for “ liberty’ and union, now and 
forever ’’—for a “‘ government of the people, 
by the people, for the people ’’—by the largest 
popular majority, I-believe, ever cast fora 
President. 

Congratulations by person and pen have 
been justly given to ourchosenrulers. This 
is my first public utterance. My lifework 
has been education and the liberty of the 
press—and these have been the great factors 
in this battle for the life of the Nation, 
Christianity, and civilization. For all this I 
thank the Almighty God—not on a single 
day, but all the days forever. 

This is not the end of the war that goes on 
always between good and evil. Jefferson 
well said ‘‘ Eternal vigilance is the price of 
liberty.” We must continue the fight all 
along the lines, not four years hence, but 
this year, this day, this minute. Like a 
skiliful scout I lay my ear to the earth and 
hear the far-off voices of the centuries: 
Judea—‘Smite them hip and thigh.”’ 
Arabia—“ Allah Il Allah’ Greece—“ Wij) 
no one speak for his country?” Roman— 
“ Delenda est Cathargo,’’ My voice is still 
for war. ‘‘ Gods! Can a Roman Senate long 
debate which to choose .

—*To kill yon tyrant.” France—‘* March 
on, march on. Liberty or death.” 
Scotland—** Welcome to your gory bed or to 
victorie.”” Britain—‘‘I cannot join in con-

“England expects every man to do his 
duty.”’ Ireland—‘‘ The man dies, but his 
memory lives.’’ America—“ Live or die, I 
am for the declaration,’’ “In the name of 
God and the Continental Congress,” ** Don’t 
give up theship.’”” Henry—** Give me liberty 
or give me death!”’: Jackson—‘ The Union, 
by the Eternal God, it shall be preserved!’’

We have not “lost the breed of noble 
bloods.”’ Never in our history was the 
Nation in better trim for war than today. 
We have the meat and we have the men. 
Does all Europe stand in menace to our 
national life? Then wedefy them. The Re- 
publicans and National Democrats must 
come to a common ground, The silver men 
lack information. The Anarchists must 
abandon dynamite and be content with po- 
litical methods for redress of grievances. 
Does obsolete Spain, the “ unspeakable 
Turk,” and the Cuban bloodhounds show 
their teeth? Man the merchant and war 
navies and turn all the discontents into Cuba 
—then let them kill and eat. 

The North American Continent must 
sooner or later be ours. Samoa, Cuba, and 
the isles of the Western world must be free, 
and our allies. The President is our organ. 
We must act with him, and, if need be, 
legally without him. My Monroe doctrine is: 
You shall not hold old claims to plant can- 
non for our death! You must get out! 
Stock lock and gun-barrel!

ENGINE IS LIGHTEST IN THE WORLD 


So Says Flying Machine Inventor A. M. 
Herring of the Latest Product of 
His Constructive Skill. 


—_——— 


A. M. Herring, the Chicago flying machine 
inventor, has just finished building an eight- 
horse-power gasoline engine to be used in 
propelling an aeroplane machine, which he 
says is the lightest engine proportional with 
strength ever constructed. It is said to be 
so light and smooth running that it stands 
upon a pasteboard box when in operation. 

The inventor has been at work upon this 
engine ever since he was practicing aero- 
plane flights in. the Indiana sand dunes in 
September, and it is his belief that his in- 
vention will have influence upon settling 
the problem of air locomotion. He has ap- 
plied for a patent on his engine, and mean- 
while is keeping quiet about its possibilities. 

Mr. Herring consented to show his engine 
yesterday when assured it was not for the 
assistance of any rival inventor. The en- 
gine weighs only 9.34 pounds. It is 23x5% 
inches, and was built at a cost of $500. 

The engine has a twin cylinder. There 
are to be two engines on the aeroplane for 
moving propellers front and rear. The en- 
gine has two cylinders niade from solid steel, 
bored out, then hardened and tempered and 
ground to size and a fit. These cylinders 
weigh only 8-10 of a pound each. 

Tempering the cylinders was the most 
difficult thing in building the engine, as they 
are only 1-25 of an inch in thickness, and Mr, 
Herring says a special process had to be de- 
vised to accomplish it. 

“JT am now at work on a motor for bicy- 
cles,”” said Mr. Herring, *“‘ which I hope to 
get completed in time for the cycle show. 
It will involve seme of the ideas of this ma- 
chine. I am sure I can send a bicycle thirty 
miles am hour without having an engine 
large enough to be cumbersome.” 


DOMINICK GILL’S DEATH ACCIDENTAL. 


Coroner’s Jury So Decides, but Rel- 
atives Maintain the Man Was 
Murdered. 


An inquest was held at the East Chicago 
Avenue Police Station yesterday over the 
body of Dominick Gill, which was found 
last Sunday in the lake at the foot of Schil- 
ler street. The verdict was that Gill had 
met an accidental death by being drowned. 
“Gill’s relatives stoutly maintain he was 
murdered. The theory of the police is that 
Gill fell into the lake at the foot of North 
avenue and his body floated to Schiller 
street, where it was beaten against the 
breakwater. Every article of value was 
missing. This circumstance was not ex- 
plained at the inquest. Gill lived with his 
sister, Mrs. Kate Kane, at No. 159 Milton 
avenue, 


IMPORTANCE OF THE LAKE TRADE. 


Vessels Outnumber the American Craft 
Engaged in the Foreign Trade and 
Have a Greater Tonnage. 


Cleveland, O., Dec. 17.—The vessels now in 
commission on the great lakes are fast out- 
numbering the American craft engaged in 
the foreign trade. Thijs ie proven by sta- 
tistics compiled by the Marine Review, which 
will be published tomorrow. 

The vessels on the lakes are shown to num- 
ber 383, as against 247 on the Atlantic and 
gulf coasts, and 45 on the Pacific coast. 

The tonnage of the lake vessels is also al- 
most 200,000 in excess of that of the salt 
water boats. 


BOLD HOLDUP AT SPRINGFIELD. 
Two Robbers and Their Victim &x- 
change More than a Dozen Shots. 

Springfield, Jll., Dec. 17.—[{Special.}—The 
two men who last night held up the cash- 
ler in Noblett’s laundry tonight attempted 
to hold up J. Adams McGraw, a Fourth 
street grocer, in the same manner. Two 
years ago McGraw was robbed in nis store 
of $2,500, and he always goes armed. When 
the men came in and ordered hin: to throw 
up his hands, he pulled his revolver and com- 
menced to fire. The robbers returned the 
fire and a dozen shots were exchanged. Mc- 
Graw was wounded in the rignt arm and 
fell, but transferring his revolver to his left 
hand he continued to shoot at the robbers. 
The men ran towards the door and as they 
passed out one of them gave a cry of pain 
and dropped his revolver. His companion 
grabbed him and with his arm about him 
for a support the men ran together through 
a vacant lot and disappeared before the po- 
lice arrived. McGraw thinks one of his bul- 
lets struck the man who droppod the re- 
volver, but does not believe he was seriously 
injured. At 10 o'clock the police received 
notice that two men, one of whom was ap- 
parently in distress, had been seen by a 
train crew on the Baitimore and Ohio South- 
western near the city and officers have gone 
in search of them.

MOTHER AND DAUGHTER DIE TOGETHER 


Run Down by a Train, the Former 
Needlessly Sacrifices Her Life 
for the Latter. 


Crawfordsville, Ind., Dec. 17.—[{Special.}]— 
The details of a.peculiarly sad tragedy come 
from Ladoga. Two popular women of that 
place met a fearful death, one in a vain en- 
deavor to save the other, her daughter. 

last evening Miss Esther McGill was to 
act as bridemaid in a wedding a half mile 
from. Ladoga, and :was to be taken to the 
place by her affianced in his carriage, Before 
the young man arrived, however, Miss Ks- 
ther and hér mother concluded they would 
Zo to the residence of the bride by a short 
cul.up.the track of the Chicago and South: 
eastern railroad, in order to be there in time 
to assist in the work of decoration. Leay- 
ing word, therefore, for the young man. to 
follow them, they started, carrying the bride- 
maid’s dress in a bundie. | 

They were obliged to cross a trestle some 
150 feet long on their way and were within 
less than twenty feet of being across it when 
they discovered the fast mail-train rapidly 
rushing towards them. They had plenty of 
time to cross, but became bewildered and 
terrifred and rashly turning, started batk 
across the trestle. The wedding finery was 
dropped, and the women fairly flew teward 
the opposite bank. .Evén then they might 
have escaped but for an untoward accident: 
They were all but across when Miss Esther 
missed her footing and slipped between the 
ties, not ten feet from safety. Her mother, 
who had gained the bank, heard her shrill 
cry ‘of terror just as the train rushed on the 
trestle. She turned back to her daughter 
and ran toward her im the agony of despair, 
but all too late. 

In an instant the young woman was ground 
to-pieces by the wheels, just as hér mother 
with an awful-shriek which the trainmen 
heard above the engine’s noise hurled her- 
self against the locomotive which had slain 
her child. 

In the twinkling of an eye the mother had 
shared the daughter's fate, and their bodies, 
ground to mangled fragments, fell from the 
wheels through the trestle in an indiscrimi- 
nate mass on the ground below. 

Those witnessing the accident say Mrs. 
McGill seized her daughter with frantic zea] 
just as the engine caught her and that the 
women really died together, the mother 
clearly sacrificing hér life:in a hopeless yet 
heroic attempt tosave herdaughter. it was 
impossible to separate the terribly mangled 
remains, and the mother and child will be 
buried’ in one coffin. Mrs. McGill was the 
widow of Harvey McGill, a former leading 
citizen of Ladoga.

destruction should be effectually stopped. 

“In one school on the South Side,’’ said 
Mr. Errant, ‘‘ I found a boy in the first grade 
whom I at once recognized as a cigaret 
fiend. ‘He was 11 years old, while all the 
others in;the grade were between 6 and 8. 
He looked heavy and dull and every action 
indicated some vicious habit. I asked the 
Principal if he did not smoke cigarets and 
she said) he did. She had done everything 
to bring him to a realization of the folly of 
smoking away his mentality and vitality, 
but the habit had attained Such a hold upon 
him he had no appfeciation of argument. 
Worse, than all, his parents showed ..no 
interest in e matter and could not see any 
harm in the. boy smoking. 


Cigarets as Bad as Whisky. 


“ At several other schools boys were point- 
ed out to me whose companions said they 
smoked, some of whom, indeed, had con- 
fessed to being addicted to the habit.- From 
what I saw I doubt if the use of whisky 
would .be more injurious to these growing 
children. Every evil effect asserted by the 
school principals can be verified in an hour’s 
time in almost any of the schools. 

“The worst offenders against the anti- 
cigaret law are the school supply stores, 
which sell broken packages to accommodate 
the small purses of the children. An exam- 
ple otght to be made of somebody, and, I 
believe, will be.”’ 

Not long ago Judge Chetlain decided that 
evidence collected against Hyde Park liquor 
retailers by policemen and agents of a pro- 
tective association could not be presented in 
court, as an official had no right to solicit 
the commission of an offense to secure evi- 
dence. Mr. Errant was asked if this decision 
would make it more difficult to secure evi- 
dence against the cigaret dealers. He said 
he thought not to any appreciable extent, as 
any number of citizens can be found who 
have seen cigarets sold tochildren. The cig- 
aret business is conducted at present with- 
out any pretense of secrecy. 


Athletics asa Preventive. 


George, A...Brennan,: principal of the Van 
Viissingén- School, One Hundred and Eighth 
place and Wentworth avenue, is a strong 
advocate of athletics as a preventive and 
cure for cigaret smoking. 

‘*T am glad to say the evil has not made 
itself much felt in my school,”’ he said. “I 
have found the best way to discourage the 
use of tobacco by growing boys is thorough- 
ly to disabuse them of the notion it is manly 
to smoke. That is the motive that causes 
nine of ten youthful smokers to begin using 
cigarets. The surest way to show the un- 
manliness of the habit is to prove the boys 
that amoke are weak and lazy and other- 
wise defective physically. Most boys would 
rather be considered dull in thefr classes 
than physically unequal to their fellows. 

‘“‘T encourage athletics and frequently join 
the boys at play, and when they seea big 
boy that cannot run as fast or jump as far 
as a little fellow, or when a rosy cheeked 
lad of.ten ‘bests’ a tall sickly looking 
specimen who has sapped his constitution 
with tobacco, it isn’t even necessary to 
point the moral. The boys themselves ask 
if such and such a boy smokes. An experi- 
ence on the playground does more than a 
dozen lectures in schoo! to arouse the shame 
ef.a boy and to convince him it is anything 
but manly to smoke.’’ 

Boys Addicted to Smoking. 

Mrs. Mary Darrow Olson, who is collecting 
statistics and suggestions from the princi- 
pals of the various publie schools, had re- 
ceived answers’ yesterday from morc than 
fifty principals and they reported nearly 900 
boys addicted to the use of cigarets, either 
oceasionally of constantly. 

In all the reports received by Mrs. Olson 
there are few which do not say it requires 
nearly always at least two years fora cigar- 
et-smoker to make a grade. Only two or 
three of the schools have ever graduated a 
&tmoker. At the McCosh Schooi there are 
six constant smokers in the fifth grade, four 
of whom have been in the Same grade three 
years. All are children of bright parents 
and had every appearance of naturally 
bright children. 

Many principals yesterday expressed pleas- 
ure that the anti-cigaret movement had been 
revived. One said cigarets were doing more 
harm than whisky, and that the distribution 
of obscene cards and buttons in cigaret pack- 
ages had robbed youth of innocence. Bearly 
all the principals said there was no doubt the 
cigaret evil was growing rapidly. 

In Sixty-third street there are gambling 
devices which yield a box of cigarets to each 
winner on the investment of a penny.

Health Department Inspectors Report 
on Diphtheria Cases. 

During the weeks ending Dec. 5 and 12 the 
medical inspectors of the Health Department 
detailed on school inspection work investi- 
gated 174 cases of diphtheria and scarlet- 
fever. Each case was visited, the name of 
the school attended by the child ascertained, 
and the school inspected as to its sanitary 
condition. 

The following school buildings were found 
to be in an unsanitary condition: 

The Audubon, Alicé L. Barnard, Cooper, 
Jefferson, Longfeliow, Prescott, and Throop. 


Under the present rules of the Health De-: 


partment no children living in a house 
where there is diphtheria or scarlet-fever 
are. permitted to attend school until all dan- 
ger of spreading contagion is passed. 


For a Fourth Report on Filters. 

The Building and Grounds committee of 
the Board of Education yesterday decided 
to ask Commissioner Kerr of the Board of 
Health to submit a final report on the filters 
now in twelve of the public schools. This is 
said to mean a month’sdelay. Commission- 
er Kerr has already submitted three reports 
to the board. These were unsatisfactory to 
a number of the filtermen. They claim they 
had private tests made, which showed the 
city’s report was in error.

RAISE THE PRICE OF HAVANA CIGARS. 


Advance of 25 Per Cent to Go Into Ef- 
fect Jan. 1—Due to the War 
r in Ouba. 


The price of Havana cigars will be ad- 
vanced nearly 25 per cent the first 
week in January. All the big factor- 
ies in Chicago and New York have 
agreed to put prices up, and some have al- 
ready done so. An advance of $10 a thou- 
sand was announced by some dealers this 
week, and others have notified the trade 
that the mit of present prices will be Jan. 1. 

This means that the man who is now pay- 
ing 50. cents for three clear Havana cigurs 
will have to pay 20 cents apiece for the same 
article, and that “two-for-a-quarter” brands 
will be 15 cents straight, while the common 
“ threefers ”’ will be sold at two for 25 cents. 

The great scarcity of Havana tobacco is 
the cause of the advance. Manufacturers 
say there fis no profit in the business at pres- 
ent prices, and many assert they have been 
losing money steadily for months. One 
well-known Chicago factory has shut down, 
and the proprietors say they will not attempt 
to make mbré than is absolutely necessary to 
supply regular customers. They say. they 
can make more money by selling the unman- 
ufactured tobacco than by making it up into 
cigars at present prices or even at the pro- 
posed advance. 

Prices of the best Havana wrappers have 
advanced from $2.50 a pound to $4.50 and 
$5, and brokers say they will be bringing $6 
before spring. Fiilers thet formerly sold at 
75 cents are now eagerly picked up at $1 
to $1.25. The. big factories of the Bast have 
their agents in Chicago trying to buy ali the 
good Havana wrappers they can get hold of 
at the mew prices, and these men say there 
is a great scarcity of first-class wrappers 
in the United States. 

Of course all the trouble is caused by the 
war in Cuba. There are only 125,000 bales of 
tobacco on the island now, and as this 
amount is less than one-fourth of an average 
crop it will be seen there is some foundation 
for the * hard luck ”’ stories told by manu- 
facturers, They profess to believe that in 
case there should be trouble with the United 
States the Spaniards would promptly burn 
all the tobacco on the island to prevent it 
falling into the hands of Americans, and this 
would be practically the end of Havana 
cigars for a long time. Some factories are 
trying to make their Havana go as far as 
possible by mixing it with Ohio and Virginia 
tobacco, that costs less than one-tenth as 
much, 

A clear Havana cigar is made of pure Ha- 
vana tobacco ail through. The filler, bind- 
er, and wrapper are all Havana, although 
the quality may vary. Havana is small in 
leaf and has a tendency to grow thick and 
heavy. The smoothest and thinnest leaves 
are selected for wrappers, and the next best 
for binders, and the rest go in as fillers. 

There is not likely to be any relief in the 
market before 1898. The Havana crop is 
planted tn October and early November, 
and as the season for planting has now 
passed, with less seed in the ground than was 
ever known before, a full crop could not be 
raised before 1898 even if the-war should 
end next year. 

No satisfactory substitute for Havana 
tobacco has been found. .There is a leaf 
grown in Mexico that comes nearest to It, 
but that is not nearly uptothemark. South 
America raises some good tobacco, but the 
amount is so small it cuts’no figure in the 
general market. Ohio grows a leaf that 
looks more like Havana than any other, but 
as it Is worth only 50 cents a pound that is 
the best reason why it cannot be used in 
place of the genuine article.

ELEVATOR MEN BELIEVE A DECIS- 
ION WILL BE AGAINST THEM. 


Delay by Judge Tuley Given That In- 
terpretation—Appeal Cannot Go te 
Supreme Court Until March—Wheat 
Rallies on Uncontirmed Rumors— 
Cash Demand Shows Some Iniprove- 
ment—Raids Made on Oats Early— 
Other Market News. 


Judge Tuley’s delay in rendering a decision 
in the elevator cases is generally interpreted 
as unfavorable to the elevator Interests. 
Even the warehousemen and their attorneys 
expect a decision against them, but have no 
idea as to when it will be rendered. When 
the case wes finished nearly a month ago 
the intimation was that it would be decided 
in two weeks. The elovator men were quite 
conSdent that they had the law on their side, 
but anticipated an appeal by the Board of 
Trade people, who were really presenting the 
case through the Attorney-General. As the 
proceedings were in the nature of a bill for 
injunction the elevator people believed that 
a favorable decision would be in the form 
of a practical dismissal of the case. When 
two and three weeks had passed the ware- 

_ housemen began to lose confidence in the out- 
come of the matter. They argue that the de- 
lay means that Judge Tuley is against them 
and that he is fortifying himself in a de- 
cision which will not be overturned by a 
higher court. It was‘a foregone cogclusion 
that the case would be carried up to the Su- 
preme Court, but it was expected that it 
would go to the January term of that court. 


Appeal Will Have to Go Over. 


The delay has bee: such that a case could 
not be prepared by that time and the hearing 
will probabiy bo at Ottawa in March. The 
case was well presented by both sides. It 
ds recognized as one of the most important 
suits in the comunercial history of Chicago. 
Attorney Robbins for the Board of Trade 

_-gnd Jacob R. Custer, who represented the 
glievator proprietors, are recognized experts 
on the question of law involved. The two 
points which give the case its popular inter- 
est, however, ard rot law points at all. The 
plea of the grain receivers is in brief that 
because of the advantages given warehouse- 
anen under the existing system they are not 
getting a fair share of the grain business.

WESTERN STONE’S CHRISTMAS GIFT

Directors Declare a Dividend of 3 Per 
Cent on the Capital of $2,250,000 
Year’s Earnings Are Good—Com- 
mittee Is Named to Revise Stock 
Exchange Rules — Exports for 
Eleven Months Amount to 8622,- 
598,660 More than Imports. 


Directors of the Western Stone company 
at their meeting yesterday declared a divi- 
dend of 3 per cent upon the Capital stock.

The action 
of the directors shows that if the dividend 
is to be paid out of surplus and earnings 
the earnings for the year have been in excess 
of $40,000, as that is the amount required in 
addition to the surplus at the beginning of 
the year to pay 3 per cent. It is probably 
considerably in excess of this amount. A 
director said yesterday the year had been 
as profitable as last year, and the prospects 
for the coming year are raid to be good. 

The stock of the Western Stone company 
ut this time last year was the most active on 
the list.

| NEWS OF THE RATIAVAYS. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE INTER- , 


STATE COMMERCE COMMISSION, 


Important Decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court Quoted— 
Finding in the Brown Case—Inves- 


tigation of Grain Rates-—Safety Ap- 


pliance Statistics—Ticket Broker- 
age and Complimentary Passes— 
Amendments Recommended. 


The tenth annual report of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, which was sub- 
mitted to Congress yesterday, is of greater 
interest and makes more important reconi- 
mendations than any of those previousiy 
issued. Decisions rendered during the year 
by Federal courts in cases involving im- 
portant features of the act to regulate com- 
merce are assigned a prominent place In the 
report. 

The only means provided in the statute 
for dealing with disobedience to regulating 
orders of the commission. is the institution 
of proceedings in the courts té-compel com- 
pliance by an appropriate Judgment. In the 
earlier part of its history the commission 
beHeved that a law affecting interests of 
such magnitude as those involved in the 
business of railway transportation would 
not be best administered and executed by 
such hasty action as would necessarily in- 
vite and provoke harmful oppositions and 
antagonisms, and it was thought both pru- 
dent and just that the carriers should be ai- 
lowed a reasonable time to readjust their 
classifications, schedules, and transporia- 
tion methods. Moreover, it was soon dis- 
covered that the provisions in the statute 
governing applications to the courts for en- 
forcement of the orders of the commissior 
were defective and inadequate. 

Supreme Court Decisions. 

During the present year the Supremo 
Court has rendered three decisions of special 
importance. In one case the law has been 
upheld and fortified in a most important 
particular, but the outcome of the others 
has either emphasized the defects of the 
statute or left its further interpretation so 
doubtful and uncertain as to increase the 
difficmities of efficient administration. These 
cases were: The import rate case, involving 
the question of differences in the charge for 
like service as between foreign and domesti.c 
traffic; the social circle case, involving the 
long and short haul elause of the act; and 
the Brown case, involving the conatitution- 
ality of the act of Congress, providing that 
in cases based upon or growing out of al- 
leged violations of the act to regulate com- 
merce no person should be excused from 
testifying on the ground that such testi- 
mony may tend to criminate him or subject 
him to penalty or forfeiture, but that no 
person so testifying shall be prosecuted 
for or on account of any transaction which 
he may testify to or produce evidence. 

Synopsis of the Decision. 

A full synopsis of this important decisioa 
is set forth in the report, and the commis- 
sion says: 

“This decision seems to have effectually 
removed the embarrassments hitherto en- 
countered in obtaining the testimony of un- 
willing witnesses in penal cases, and under 
it and the ruling of the Supreme Court iz: 
1894 in the Brimson case little difficulty is 
now experienced in securing the attenaance 
and testimony of such witnesses in proceed- 
ings before the commission. 

“Prior to this decision it was im- 
practicable in most cases to secure 
conviction, but now, when any party to a 
criminal transaction can be forced to give 
evidence against his fellow-wrongdoers anu 
is under inducement to do so because of re- 
sulting immunity to himself, there seems to 
be no special difficulty in convicting trans- 
gressors under this statute, and the propo- 
sition to abolish punishment by imprison- 
ment, as now provided for in the law, is op- 
posed by the commission. While the pengl 
section of the act requires thorough revision 
in other respects, the commission.sees no 
oceasion for modifying the penalties which 
may now be inflicted.’ 

Civil Cases Pending. 

A statement of civil cases pending in the 
courts shows twenty-two cases to enforce 
regulating orders of the commission, and 
sixty-four mandamus proceedings to com- 
pel carriers to file annual reports with the 
commission. 

The general discontent with present trans- 
portation conditions, the report Says, as 
shown by petitions from so many sections 
for the enforcement of the statute, empha- 
sizes the gecessity of amending the law su 
as to give greater force and finality to the 
findings and decisions of the commission. 

Much space is given to the subject of in- 
vestigation by the commission of grain rales 
at Missouri River points, but as the ques- 
tions involved in the inquiry made in this 
city a few months ago are now under con- 
sideration by the commission no opinion is 
expressed at this time on the methods and 
practices disclosed by the investigation. k 

In April last the commission requester. 
the carriers to show how far, up to Aprii l, 
their equipment had been made to conform 


to the requirements of Secs. 1 and 2 of tiie” 


safety-appliance act, relating to couplers 
and train brakes, which become effective 
Jan. 1, 1898. Replies were received from 1,606 
companies; 80.53 per cent of the 35,895 loco- 
motives mentioned in these replies have driv- 
ing-wheel brakes. Of the 34,423 passenger 
cars reported in use, 97.02 per cent have 
automatic couplers, and 08.91 per cent are 
fitted with train-brakes. One million two 
hundred and seventeen thousand and sixty- 
four freight cars are reported, of which 
20.58 per cent have train-brakes, and o¢!41 
per cent are equipped with automatic 
couplers. 
Scalpers and Passes. 

Ticket brokerage receives a severe thrust 
from the commission. The reports says: 

“This illegitimate traffic has become a 
positive scandal, and decisive measures 
should be taken to put an end to these illegal 
transactions. The commission recommends 
that it be made a penal offense for any per- 
gon to engage in the business of selling inter- 
State passenger tickets unless he is an 
eeyeemed gee agent of the carrier, duly con- 
stituted such by written appointment.” 

The practice of giving passes or reduced 
passenger rates to shippers or their em- 
ployés and of issuing ‘ complimentary 
passes "’ to persons on account of the pro- 
fession in which they are engaged or the 
public duties they perform is Severely con- 
demned. The subject is submitted to Con- 
gress with the general recommendation that 
suitable prohibitory legislation be enacted. 

A number of amendments to the law are 
recommended, and they are Intended to 
make the substance of the law mean what 
it was supposed to mean at the time of its 
passage. 

Recommendation of Amendments, 

Among the more important of these are 
the following: 

“To wo amend Sec. 15 as to make it ex- 
pressly provide that the commission may, 
after due procedure and investigation, issue 
an order requiring the rates, facilities, or 
practices complained of to be changed, mod- 
ified, or corrected as in the order specified. 

“To make railroad corporations liable to 
indictment fo» offenses against the statute, 
as well as their officers, agents, and em- 
ploy és. 

“To require the carriers to adopt a uni- 
form freight classification. 

“To permit the commission to appoint 
special agents with the authority to inquire 
into the business management of carriers. 

“To require carriers to file reports with 
the commission foreach year ending June 
30, on or before Sept. 15 next following, and 
to enforce obedience to this requirement by 
cumulative money penalty for non-com- 
pliance; to make the provisions authorizing 
the commission to prescribe a uniform sys- 
tem of railway accounts more specific, and 
failure to conform to such a uniform system 
a misdemeanor; to require the carriers to 
file monthly reports with the commission 
covering earnings and expenses.”

Three Days to Be Given It in the House 
After the Holidays. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—The Pacific 
railroad funding bill will be the first business 
taken up by the House after the holiday re- 
cess. The Committee on Rules has decided 
to give the Railroad committee the three 
days which Chairman Powers has asked for 
to debate the bill, and the debate will begin 
Jan. 5 or 6.

CALIFORNIA TOURIST RATES CUT. 


Free Sleeping Car Accommodations 
Furnished and There May Be War. 
California passenger rates have becdme 

badly demoralized.. A meeting of the roads 
interested was held in ‘ The Rookery ” yes- 
terday. Means were suggested for stopping 
the trouble, but owing to the non-repre- 
sentation of several of the important lines 
decisive action could not be taken. 

The principal trouble ‘is in connection with 
sleeping car and tourist car berth rates. 
Free sleeping car acco tions are given 
to parties traveling together by some of the 
roads. This is said to be equivalent toa cut 
of from $10 to $15 in the regular rate. and 
naturally enough secures the business for 
the road making the concession. 

Some of the roads threaten to reduce reg- 
ular rates if the practice is not stopped.
